Washington street 
was then called tho road to Boston, Centre 
street above the Corner the road to Ded- 
ham, and below, tho road to Watertown; 
Jackson’s lane is now known as Church 
street, Morse’s lane as Waverley avenue, 
hut most of tho present streets had not 
advanced even as far as a lane iu those 
days. What is now railed Hyde’s brook 
hud to he forded, as it crossed the road, 
and was a favorite place for watering 
teams. Many of the old names are still 
preserved in some form, and a largo part of 
the residents of 1825 have descendants liv- 
ing here now, giving Newton its claim to 
“old families.” The map has been framed 
to preserve it, and Mr. Hyde has been 
urged to give it to tho Library, where it 
onn be seen by those interested iu the early 


history of Newton. Mr. Moses King ought 
to put the map in his “Handbook of Ncvw- 
ton.”

— The Water Board has made a contract 
with tlie Warren Foundry Co., of Phillipps- 
bury, N. J., for 000 tons of water pipe. 
Their hid of $18,810 was the lowest one re- 
ceived. 

— The cold weather has put a stop to tho 
work of tliej water department in laying 
pipes. They intended to lay about two 
miles of water mains before the ground 
was frozen. 

— Rev. Henry G. Spaulding will give his 
Tecture on the “Destruction of Pompeii,” 
in Newton Centre, on Wednesday evening, 
Dec. 22d.

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City Govern meat. 

The board of Aldermen held a special 
mooting Monday evening, to consider the 
appropriation hills. All the members were 
•yresent. The minutes of the last meetinp 
was road and approved. The street rail- 
road matter did not come up as it was 
thought l*»st to wait until election is over, 
and the matter will bo considered at. the 
regular meetinp of the hoard on Dec. 20tli. 
Members can then vote upon it without 
tbonphts of the coming city election to 
disturb them. 

Papers from the Common Council were 
received and concurred in. 

The free use of the City Hall for the 
evening of Dee. loth, was planted to the 
Newton Firemen’s Relief Association. 

Aldermen Pettce and Mason advocated 
strikinp out from the totals in the esti- 
mates of the appropriations for 1887, the 
orders already passed ami charped to next 
year. These amounts are certified to by 
the assessors, and by them added to the 
estimates, but for the Council to add them 
would be ‘appropriating the same sum 
twice. The amount is about 827, 000. 

The first item affected by this, was the 
appropriation to the Armory expenses, put 
down at 81.400, but $400 lias already been 
appropriated. 

In the City Engineer’s department, the 
extra salary to the engineer was voted 
without debate, and the appropriation of 
$200 for travelling expenses was explained 
by Mr. Noyes, who said that last year 
these expenses wero lumped with the ap- 
propriation for instruments. There was 
much travelling between stations on the 
Circuit road, to Boston at the call of com- 
mittees, and to f'ambridgn to look up 
records. The appropriation was voted. 

In tho Fire depaitment, the appropria- 
tion of $000 for an extra driver was voted, 
after it had been explained by Chief Bixby. 
The driver was for the hose company in 
West Newton, where there was no extra 
driver, when the chemical was called away. 
It is both a matter of economy and of 
good judgment, said Chief Bixby, to have 
regular drivers at all of the hose houses, 
and he had advocated this for several years. 
To- leave the hose houses without any one 
to attend to it, as was done during the 
day at Auhurndale, Lower and Upper Falls, 
was poor economy. A furnace was kept 

S ing in each house, and sooner or later 
ere would be considerable loss. Besides, 
the first man who arrived was expected to 
ftjteh up the horse, and often he knew noth- 
ing of horses or how to drive, and already 
this year this had cost the city $50. The 
horse at Auhurndale bad a habit of lay- 
ing down in the shafts, and there were 
only one or two men who could get him 
started on time. There are now* drivers 
for the 11 engines, for the truck company, 
and for hose 4 at Ncwtonville. The horse 
at Newton Centre was also a difficult one 
to get started by an inexperienced man, 
and it sometimes caused a delay. The 
jfcGon was really $500, as the driver would 
to.ko.thc place of one of the hose men. 

Tlie appropriation was voted, and $100 
was stricken from the $4,300, for hose and 
fruekmen. 

The $500 added in the Common Council 
for the appropriation of Incidentals, for 
tbo purchase of a new hell at Lower 
Falls, was stricken out. Alderman Pettee 
said that the present bell had only been 
in use since September, and all but one 
of the members of tho Lower Falls hose 
company slept in the house, or near it, and 
they had no trouble in hearing the bell. 
No complaint had ever reached the com- 
mittee. If a new bell was imperatively 
needed, there would have been some com- 
plaints. 

Chief Bixby was called on, and said that 
the bell only weighed 727 pounds, and was 
the smallest in the city, but bo did not 
think there was any possibility of the 
members of the company missing the 
alarm. There were complaints against the 
(Jity Hall bell, one of the largest in the 
city, when the wind was not in the right 
direction. but he did not think a now bell was 
imperatively needed. or till this one had had 
a longer trial. The $500 was striken out. 

The appropriation lor drains and culverts 
in the Highway department was made 
$1200, on motion* of Alderman Nickerson, 
without counting tlie $1,000 expended for 
the Aulmrndale tunnel. 

The appropriation for (renernl Repairs 
was made $00,000, instead of $70,000. as 
made by the Council, on motion of Aider- 
man Grant. The amount set down by tho 
finance committee was $05,000, which in- 
cluded tin: $10,000 charged to the lived ac- 
count, already appropriated. 

Tlirrc was Homo debate over tho appro- 
priation of $22,ooo, made by the council, 
f6r widening, reconstruction and improve- 
.month, and Alderman Grant called atten- 
tion to the fact that this appropriation 
liad grown largely every year since 1881, 
when it was $4,000. If any reduction was 
to be made in the estimates, lie thought 
here was an opportunity to do it. as all 
the large jobs contemplated had been 
completed. 

Alderman Nickerson said that the appro- 
priation was none too large; $2,500 more 
would have to be expended at Lower 
Fads; $ 2 .(H )0 on Brighton street; Ri er 
street at West Newton would have to be 
widened, and the cost would be $2,iMM. 
Several other improvements wore impera- 
tively demanded, and tho appropriation 
was none too large. 

Alderman l’et tee said that there was an 
imperative necessity <»f improving the 
square at Newton Highlands, which would 
cost $4,500, and other improvements were 
uulled for. Tho sum was finally reduced to 
$15,000, tlie amount recommended by tlie 
finance committee. 

The appropriation for parks and squares 
was reduced from $3,00) to $2,500. 

The appropriation for miscellaneous ex- 
penses was made $7.60), instead of $13,500, 
the latter amount including an order for 
$0,000 already passed, and the watering of 
streets, usually classed under this, being 
made a separate item. 

Tho police department appropriations 
then came up, and Alderman Mason moved 
that the present sergeant wlm lmd dis- 
charged his dutic, si» faithfully, he ap- 
pointed to be on duty nights, at a salary of 
$,1.01)5. Tire extra amount was taken from 
the appropriation lor temporary service, 
HO that the filial t<«r tin* police ilep.tri- 
meut was not dis‘url*ed: no other changes 
\wie made, and fie appropriations provide 
no i wo extia policcim u.

tbo present ones being a disgrace to tho 
eitv. This would cost. $2,000. It had also 
been recommended that $1,000 ho voted to 
build a morgue for the city, as now the 
police court, room bad to be used for that 
purpose, which was not a fit place. Tbo 
Hospital Society bad offered a site for the 
building, and plans had been drawn and 
estimates secured. 

Alderman i’etteo asked how many times 
a year such a building would be used, and 
was told that there had been occasion for 
it on an average of two or throe times a 
year. He thought it might he made an 
adjunct of the hospital, to ho used for an 
operating room or something of that kind. 

Alderman Flake said that it would bo as 
well to wait, as it was now business, and 
there was evidently no need for baste. 

Mayor Kimball said that the medical ex- 
aminer complained of tho present accom- 
modations, and thought the city ought to 
provide a hotter place. 

In the appropriations for schools, the al- 
lowance for the conveyance of pupils 
caused some discussion. Alderman Rowers 
nsKcd if the reduction of fares did not ' 
render it unnecessary. Alderman Retteo 
replied that it did not, ns most of tlie 
scholars lived remote from the railroad ; 
stations, and the trains did not run to ae- | 
commodate the scholars. The appropria- 
tion was voted. 

The hoard concurred in the increase for 
water maintenance from $13,000 to $14,000, 
and the other appropriations were voted, as 
they came from tho Council, including tho 
$1,000 voted for the support of the Cottngo 
Hospital. It was explained that the city 
was credited with that amount of medical | 
attendance in return. 

The total appropriations, not including 
tho orders previously passed, was $557,080. ; 

An order was passed, fixing tho rate of interest 
on unpaid taxes at six per cent. 

An application was received from 11. F. Ross, 
for permission to locate a 40 horse power engine 
and boiler, 90 foot from Washington street, on lot 
known ns Bnilcv land. A heaving was ordered on 
Doc. 20th, before the hoard of Aldermen, and 27th 
before the Common Council. Mr. Ross also asked 
for license to build a brick carpenter ami building 
fnctorv on same lot, 00 by 70. 

A. il. Wiggin asked for license to build a house 
on Bourne str.cct, Ward 4. 

The Nonantum Worsted Co., asked for leave to 
build a machine shop on Bridge street, of brick 
and wood , referred. 

Joseph Commons asked for license to build a 
new house on Washington street, Wurd 3. 

F. Cordinglcy asked for license to build a pri- 
vate stable, corner of Maple and Central streets, 
Ward 4. 

Mr. .J. Duane and others a<«kcd for more street 
lights on River street. 

An order was passed authorizing the water 
board to expend $1500 for steam heating at the 
engine and dwelling, at the pumping station. 

TUESDAY EVENING’S MEETING. 

At the Council meeting Tuesday evening, Prosi. 
dent French presided, and Councilman Kennedy, 
Ilollis, Coffin, Edmunds, Ross, Rond, Rcdpath, 
Dix uud Fiskc wero present. 

The appropriation bills were taken up, and 
changes made were concurred in, after some dis- 
cussion, with the exception of the item of $15,000 
for street widening and improvements. The 
Council refused to concur, and adhered to its ac- 
tion in making the appropriation $22,000. 

Alderman Ma on from the police committee, wus 
called upon to explain tho necessity for a police 
captain, after which the Council concurred. 

The appropriations were then taken up in the 
hoard of Aldermen, Messrs. Mason, Grant, Nick- 
erson and Dix being present. Alderman Nicker- 
son moved to concur in making the appropriation 
for street widening $22,000. as there was already 
nearly enough work to take up the appropriation. 
Alderman Grant asked if it was not possible to get 
along with $15,000, the tax bill was a large one, 
und so much had been spent this year. Alderman 
Fiskc said he had advocated a smaller sum, hut 
there was a large amount of work that needed to 
he doue, and much of it could not well he put off. 
He thought that perhaps $20,000 might do. Aider- 
man Nickerson moved to make the sum $20,000. 
Alderman Grant said he did not see how he could 
veto for it. He thought that what was reasonable 
and desirable should be done, and would not stand 
on a margin of one or two thousand, hut he could 
not vote for $20,000. He amended by making the 
sum $17,000, The amendment was lust hv u tie 
vote. The motion was then lost by a tie vote. 
Alderman Mason moved to make the sura $18,000, 
passed. The Council refused to concur, and a 
committee of conference was called for. Alder- 
men Mason, Grant, and Fiskc, and Councilmen 
Kennedy, Edmunds ami Rcdpath were appointed. 

Alderman Nickerson reported from the High- 
way Committee, orders for the laying out of Cres- 
cent street, from Faxon to Alabama streets, Cir- 
cuit avenue, from Boyfitoti to Eliot, Irving street 
from Mushall street northerly .Faxon, from Water- 
town to Crescent, River street, Bennington street 
extension, and hearings were: appointed for those 
interested on Monday, Dec. 20th, at 8ji. in., be- 
fore the hoard of aldermen, ami lX*e. 27th, before 
the Common Council. 

Orders were passed, transferring $520, received 
front Quincy fur the sleutii roller, uml other sums 
amounting to $355.50, to the appropriation for 
Highways, general repairs. 

An order was pn.wd that tho $2,00(4 received 
from the citizens of Auhurndule, and $000, a part 
of the subscription from the Boston & Albany 
railroad, la; appropriated lor the const im'liou of 
the Auhurndule tunnel. 

An order was pa-aril, iransfeiring $2, ICO, the 
remainder of the Boston Albany subscription, 
and the sums received from E. \Y. Gay r J. Q. 
Henry, uml T. M. l'ark, to the appropria.iou for 
drains usd culverts. 

Permission was given to the Nonantum Wor- 
sted Company to move a building from Chapel 
street, through Bridge and California streets. 

The resignation of Mr. Cox, deputy Democratic 
clerk from Ward 3, was received and accepted. 

B. F. Doherty asked to he given a stand for a 
public carriage and express in Ncwtonville. 

Residents of Retteo street asked that an outlet 
he constructed at the north end of the street, aud 
the street la; extended to Revision street. 

An older was passed that the stumps of the six ' 
elm trees oil ( 'outre street he pulled up, in front of 
tin i itute of A. C. Wulwnrlh, and the ground !*• 
prepared for new trees, to be furnished and set at 1 
the expense of the owner, the expense to the city 
uni to exceed $30. 

Tbe conference coiuioUtfcc reported, Alderman , 
Mason iu the chair, that they had agreed upon 
$ 20,000 as the appropriation Ibr street widening 
and improvements, uml both hoards concurred. 
This made the total appropriation, exclusive of the 1 
orders ulrcudv passed, $502,080.

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Tho Y. M. C. A. Anniversary. 

Tho liinlii atmiveisary ol the Young 
Mon’s Christian Association was celebrated 
Sunday afternoon in Eliot Hall; there was 
a very largo attendance, noarty every seat 
being taken. The platform was decorated 
with flowers and foliage plants, and was 
occupied by tho otlicors of tho association, 
a largo number of tlu> ministers of the city 
and a number of prominent citizens. 

Tho exorcises opened with a service of 
praise, conducted by L. E. Chase, C. F. 
Bacon, organist, and L. N. Cushman, eoi- 
notist; Kuv. Pleasant Hunter of the Central 
Congregational Church, Newtonvillc, read 
a selection from the Scriptures, and prayer 
was offered by Bov. II. F. Titus of the 
Newton Baptist church. Miss Gertrude 
Sway no sang “In Heavenly Love Abiding,” 
and her beautiful voice and reverent ren- 
dering of the words proved very enjoyable, 
and a great aid to the meeting. 

The treasurer. Mr. C. F. Bacon, made his 
report, which showed that $ol(i had been 
received during the year, of which $488 bad 
been expended, leaving a balance of $7S. 
Miss Swayno then sang “When the Mists 
Have Boiled Away, ’’and the retiring presi- 
dent, Mr. I). E. Snow, made bis report of 
the work done during Hie year, in which 
ho ma le fouling allusion to the loss sus- 
tained by the association in the death of 
Mr. iicorgo S. Trowbridge, who hud been 
the first secretary of, the association and 
one of tho most active members. A great 
deal of the success of the association was 
due to him, as lie laid helped to start it, 
and had always been roaoy to do wlmt be 
could to further its interests and make it a 
power for good in the community. Mr. 
Snow closed by introducing bis successor, 
Mr. B. F. Cummings, who made a few re- 
marks, after which the annual subscrip- 
tion was received, and a hymn was sung. 

Tho spoalcer of the day. Air. II. M. Moore 
of Boston, was then introduced and made 
an address of about an hour in length, 
which was so full of practical advice, and 
so enthusiastic, that it commanded the 
close attention of the audience until its 
close. His subject was, “What more can 
we do to teach and save the young men.”. 
He began by saying that he had come to 
Newton for two reasons, first because bo 
was a Christian man and always tned to 
hold himself ready to answer any call of 
duty, and second, because he was a patriot, 
and felt that tho future of the country de- 
pended upon the young men, and its des- 
tiny whether for good or evil was in their 
hands. Ho gave some startling statistics 
to show the need of more earnest work to 
save young men ond make them good cit- 
izens, and said that in a neighboring city, 
which boasted of 21) churches, a count had 
been made one Sunday, of the number of 
young men under 25 present at both ser- 
vices, and it was found that the number 
was 1240. A count bad also been made of 
the number of young men who went in and 
out of three of the biggest saloons in the 
city on that day, and the number was 1540, 
about 800 more than attended church. 
This proved that there was a necessity for 
earnest work on the part of Christian men 
and women. One thing to bo done, lie 
said, was to make home attractive, so that 
the young men would be glad to remain 
there. Fathers should also make friends 
with their sons, treat them as equals, talk 
to them about their business, and get them 
interested in belter things. There was 
also great need of work among the 
churches, and a special effort should be 
made to get the young men to attend the 
services and interested in church work. 
IIi: told of a minister who had received a 
call to a eortaip church, and had linally 
promised to accept, provided he be allowed 
to do what bo wished. The church had 
been poorly attended, especially in the 
evening, and lie immediately called a meet- 
ing of the church, had a vote passed mak- 
ing all tho seats free at the evening ser- 
vices, and a committee of the leading 
members of the church appointed to 
stand in front of tho church and invite tho 
young men in. The result was that on the 
third Sunday evening the church was 
crowded; a revival was started, and in a 
year 00 young men had been added to tlm 
church. He also paid a glowing tribute to 
the elficaey of printer’s ink, and said that 
printed invitations had been found to be 
of great service in getting young men to 
attend church services. lie told of the 
Y. M. C. A. in Cambridge, which had start- 
ed men’s meetings on Sunday afternoons, 
and invited him to come out and address 
the meeting, although it was said that ire 
would probaol^ not have an audience of 
over 60. The committee had adopted the 
suggestion of having printed invitations, 
and prominent men had distributed them 
for oil hour before tire sorv eo. and on his 
way out lie had given a large number to 
ilit* young men he had met; the result was 
tli l tho hull was crowded, and the work 
there bad so prospered under wise leader- 
ship that the meetings wore very success- 
ful. Mr. Moore’s talk was full of tlieso 
practical suggestions, and tho bearers felt 
both instructed and encouraged in their 
work. Alter the address Miss Swayno was 
down for a song entitled. “Now I Lay Ale 
Down To Sleep,*’ hut she said that she 
cop >1 not sing such a very inappiopriute 
selection, and gave instead the more still- 
ing me, “Not Half Has Ever Been Told.” 
The meeting was certainly as successful as 
any oi ilio previous anniversaries, and the 
address was one of the host ever delivered 
here before the Y. M. C.A. After the sing- 
ing of a hymn, the services closed with the 
ben diction by ltov. I)r. Calkins.

HONOR IN CONVENTIONS. 

KICV. It KM AN LINCOLN’S VlfcWS UPON THE 
QUESTION. 

The action of tho Independent lenders 
in repudiating the nominations of the Bc- 
puhlican convention, after endorsing them 
by a un an inters vote, hm Invoked Imrsl) 
censure nnd cordinl praise. Republican 
delegates to the City convention on the 28(1 
inst. refused to support tho no mim e of the 

.livcnti’ n, and declared they were 
pledged to vote only for Mr. Kimball. 
The GnAPinc editorial says very truly, “no 
delegate is bound to vote for the nominee, 
whatever may be his character, or however 
his nomination may be obtained.” 

Are there any fixed principles of honor 
to govern delegates to a convention? They 
seem to me to bo very simple and intelligi- 
ble. but universal and absolute. 

1. Delegates are bound in honor to sup- 
port the nominees of a convention if tho 
nominations are fairly made, and the pri- 
vate and public records of the candidates 
are without blemish. 

2. They arc bound in honor to support 
such nominations, if no protest, is made in 
the convention, and no objections intima- 
ted against the candidates or thy fairness 
of the ballots. 

J. The minority are l ound to surrender 
their private preferences to the will of the 
Majority, when there is no suspicion of 
dishonest character or methods 
Thl*se seems to me to be axioms, whose 1 
truth every gentleman will admit, before j 
undertaking to uni'ii with bis fellow-citi- 
zens in accomplishing common objects. If 
they are axioms, two inferences arc logical |

and inevitable, viz: 


1. No caucus can exact a pledge from j 
its delegates to vote at the polls for a fa- j 
vorito candidate, and no delegates can hon- 
orably give such a pledge. If caucus and 
delegates are determined bow to vote at 
the polls, they have no t ight to go into 
convention where candidates are to be se- 
lected. A deacon who bad long had a 
(juarrcl with his colleague, was once pro- 
foundly moved by a sermon from his pas- 
tor, on the need of reconciliation and J 
unity. He went at mice to his colleague . 
and said with tears iji his voice, “Deacon, 
wo must come together; the pastor’s ser- 
mon has troubled me. Now you know I 
never give up, so you must give up and we 
must work together.” Delegates who go 
to a convention, pledged to vote at the 
polls for tlieir own candidate, say to their 
fellow-delegates exactly what the deacon 
said to bis colleague. No gentleman can 
deliberately pursue such a course. Dele- 
gates may be instructed how to vote in con- 
ventions, from the first ballot to tlio last; 
but if they are fairly outvoted, at men of 
honor, they must bow to the will of the 
convention and support its nominees. 

2. No candidate who is fairly bcatau in 
a party convention, can honorably accept a 
nomination from a Citizen’s convention. A 
member of either party may be thoroughly 
loyal to his party, and yet attend a Citizen’s 
convention and support a Citizen’s ticket. 
It is a question or every man to decide 
whether local offices shall be filled by par- 
ty nominations or by the citizens at large; 
but no man can honorably compete fora 
nomination by bis own party, and after J 
failing in a close contest, accept a nomina- 
tion by the citizens. Professional ganies- 
sters, and not gentlemen, resort to loaded 
dice in their eagerness to win. 

If men are to unite in a party for com- 
mon ends, they must surrender personal 
preferences, and obey the will of the ma- 
jority where conscience does not forbid. 
\V r e have fallen on bad times if personal 
honor is held of uo value in party caucuses 
and conventions.

THR CONDUCT of THE CANPAM3M. 

In our last issue we compared the two 
conventions and their differences, one en- 
thusiastic, harmonious and heartily en-

It must be borne in mind, however, that 
thero are no distinctive party nominations 
ill this campaign. Both nominees aro Re- 
publicans, and both were nominated in the 
main by Republicans. The primo differ- 
ence as to the nominations is thnt one was 
unsolicited and spontaneously made, while 
the other carried with it the taint of parlor 
caucuses, the marks of political trades. and 
tho payment of political debts. 

The co.iduct of the Campaign, moreover, 
bears a strong resemblance to the character 
and the method of the nominations. The 
present incumbent of the office of mayor 
lias been heretofore deemed worthy of the 
unqualified support of the Republican 
party, but since the introduction of the re- 
cent new methods in our city politics, there

Scalloped oysters were put in ultcrna'c 
layers wilh cracker "crumbs, mixed with melted 
butter, salt and puppet*. This method diffuses the 
butter ami the seasoning equally. They were 
baked twenty minutes.

Anonymous Attacks on High School Drill. 

To the Editor o'i tlio Graphic: 

Dear Sir;— In the last issuo of the Newton 
Journal there appeared an anonymous ar- 
ticle entitled "Military Drill,” which con- 
tained many statements entirely false. 

The writer begins by saying “that theofii- 
cers of the 'battalion, who are known as 
‘Generals, Brigadier and Major Generals,’ 
are often insolent and overbearing, and at 
times profane to the class known as pri- 
vates.” This statement is false to the very 
core, no such titles ns those mentioned are 
or over have been used, the highest title in 
the battalion being that of Major. 

Tbc writer of this article has been con- 
nected with the drill for the last four 
years, and he is certain that within that 
time no officer was ever profane to his men. 
Such an officer would have been reduced to 
the ranks. The diameter of those who 
have been officers repels such it suggestion. 

No teacher or pupil can bo found in the 
school wlio would confirm such a statement 
as that made by “Newton Centre,” and for 
my part 1 think the man making such an 
insinuation should not be ashamed to put 
his name to his article. 

Each officer must before obtaining his 
office serve one, two or three years as a 
private. If his officers during these years 
were “insolent and overbearing” to him, he 
would naturally on obtaining an office not 
be so to those under him. I do not think 
you can find any private in the battalion 
who will say that his officers are habitually 
or over insolent. 

As to tlio drill’s unpopularity in the 
school. Tlio school committee have re- 
cently seen lit to make drill optional in the 
first and fourth classes, containing about 
95 hoys. Of these 95 only 5 or 1-19 of tlio 
whole left the drill. 

Finally if “Newton Centre” could only 
see the stormy feeling which his article ex- 
cited in the school, he would at least have 
no doubtof tlie unpopularity of such anony- 
mous attacks oil the drill as his last.

The un- 
worldly may always find hungry souls to 
feed, to comfort with the comfort where- 
with they themselves are comforted by 
Grace Divine. 

— A full audience gathered in the vestry 
of the Methodist church on Tuesday after- 
noon, to confer together with regard to the 
work of Foreign Missions, as promoted by 
the labors of the Ladies Circles belonging 
to the different churches. Mrs. Dr. Ilovey 
presided, the Scripture reading was by 
passages given by ladies in the audience 
from each of the four churches represent- 
ed. Mrs. T. J. Holmes led the devotions, 
followed by Mrs. S. Langdon Ward. Mrs 
O. W. Gates. Mrs. Dyer presided at tho 
piano, leading in Dr. S. K. Smith’s “The 
Morning Light is breaking,” and Ilebcr’s 
“From Greenland’s Icy Mountains.” Mrs. 
A. L. Rand reported for the Methodist So- 
ciety, and spoke of their interest in Liberia, 
Africa, also of their work in Dacotab.

Smith’s journal, very interesting, also 
spoke of her fitness by parentage, training 
and natural gifts, for the inspiration of 
grace divine, which led her to this conse- 
cration. Mrs. O. A. Smith. secretary of the 
Baptist Circle, gave a sketch of their 
work. Mrs. Ilovey added a few words con- 
cerning the legacies icceived from Mrs. F. 
A. S. Gould and Mr. Gardner Colby, also 
gave tin; names of members of this church 
now missionaries, and spoke of the work 
of Rev. and Mrs. C. II. Carpenter in Yesso, 
Japan. The address of Mrs. Dr. William 
Butler followed, on experiences in India. 
She spoke with great fluency and power of 
the heart of India, as she and her husband 
found it thirty years ago. of their escape 
to the mountainous region of the Himalay- 
as during the meeting of JS57-8, and of the 
vast change that they found had taken 
place in India, when they revisited that 
country three years ago.

As 
the Boston Sr Albany Railroad has made a 
reduction in the fare that will be satisfactory 
to many, this proposed change will be con- 
sidered the wiser course to pursue. While 
this may he true of Chestnut Hill. Newton 
Centro and the Highlands, it will ho con- 
sidered by residents of our village as an 
unjust anil unwise proceeding, aH far as 
the Upper Falls scholars are concerned. 
Until the new station of Eliot is built and 
trains regularly stop there,. the circuit road 
will bo of very little practical value to this 
village, and until that time tho city of 
Newton, which takes so much pride in the 
education of her children, and as a matter 
of justice to the scholars living in this sec- 
tion, should continue the running of the 
barges for their accommodation. As we 
are now situated the nearest station on the 
circuit road is Newton Highlands, which 
is probably considerably over a mile dis- 
tant for the average scholar. With the 
cold winter fast approaching, bringing 
with it the usual severe weather and had 
walking; many of those who now attend 
the High School will from necessity he 
forced to abandon their school and studies. 
We earnestly hope that those in authority 
will consider well this question in all its 
phases before taking final action, and give 
the Upper Falls scholars the same means 
of attending the High School as they have 
hitherto enjqved.

Irish 
agitator, Michael Davitt. During, the after- 
noon. Mr. Davitt was tho guest of Mr. T. 

B. Fitz of West Newton, chairman of the 
committee, under whose auspices the testi- 
monial was given. The lecturer was es- 
corted to the platform by Mayor Kimball, 
and was greeted by a storm of applause. 

On the platform were seated It. R. Bish- 
op. Alderman Powers, Councilmen French 
and Coffin, J. W. Stover, E. II. Pierce, 
James T. Allen, Geo. H. Ingraham, Fr. 
O’Toole of West Newton, Fr. Walsh of Na- 
tick. representatives of the city govern- 
ment. of Waltham and the town govern- 
ments of Watertown and Wellesley. After 
vocal music had been rendered by the Wal- 
tham Glee Club. Mr. Fitz introduced May- 
or Kimball as the presiding officer. Mr. 
Kimball made a brief address, saying: “We 
delight to pay our respects to the benefac- 
tor of his race, to honor tho man who di • j 
votes his thought and energy for tho wel- 
fare of his people. We have assembled 
this evening to honor and listen to one who 
has gained the rare distinction of hero and 
patriot,’’ He then presented Mr. Davitt. 
who, although suffering with a severe cold, 
spoke f6r nearly an hour. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Davitt’s address 
a brief address was made by lion. It. It. 
Bishop, lie thanked the speaker of the 
evening for his clear and convincing argu- 
ments, and was glad he had directed his 
address to Americans. He hud touched the 
sympathetic chord and utterance of every 
man who believes in justice and liberty for 
every man under the sun. Mr. Davitt’s ar- 
guments, he said, must meet with such a 
response as every freedom loving people 
gives a liberty seeking people. A short ad- 
dress was also made by Fr.

The Town Mooting. 

Having boon duly warned by the warrant 
issued by the Selectmen of Newton to meet 
in town meeting oil the evening of Tues- 
day, November 30, several of our leading 
townsmen came together at the meeting- 
house on Centre street, Newton, for tho 
purpose of deciding what action should ho 
taken oil tho arf.eles of tho warrnut. 
Shortly after 7.30 p. m., the meeting was 
called to order liy Vico-Presideiit Hobart, 
and, after tho reading and acceptance of 
tho minutes of tho last meeting, tho clerk 
proceeded to read the warrant. After tho 
reading of tho first article, Squire Edtvin 
O. Childs was unanimously elected Modera- 
tor. and the reading of tho warrant conclu- 
ded. 

There was somo little discussion on the 
manner of electing Field-drivers, and Messrs. 
Fred Hitchcock. E. F. Smallwood. Jr., and 
Albert Potter, having received 1HHH) votes, 
were declared the nominees, in spite of 
cries of Lai lot-box stuffing. A committee 
was appointed to conduct tho successful 
gentlemen into the fields, and tho meeting 
proceeded to Article IV., which proposed 
to roof over Walnut street, in front of tho 
High School, and use it for a drill-shed. 
Several townsmen had schemes which, in 
their own minds, were infinitely superior to 
the one set forth in tho warrant. These, of 
course, gave rise to somo debate, so that 
when the moderator put the question, no 
one knew just what was to ho voted on, and 
accordingly voted “aye.” Article V., 
which provided for a “Newton Moral and 
Political Reform School,” was disposed of 
by deciding that a reform school was an 
urgent necessity. Article VI. was disposed 
of. no one knows how, because no one was 
able to present the real need of such a foe 
and such a boatman. With the disinteres- 
ted and true benevolence of real statesmen. 
Article VII. was referred to the posterity 
who were to pay half the sum borrowed by 
the town treasurer. When Article VIII. 
came up for discussion, a ripple of excite- 
ment and horror gently wafted through the 
vast audience as the -existence and doings 
of the Newton Cottage Hospital Ring was 
presented in burning words by an eloquent 
and sarcastic townsman. Things appeared 
rather gloomy for the elevated railway to 
be operated by wind, laughing-gas or mule 
power, the descendants of Waban and John 
Eliot, who were to have tho exclusive privi- 
leges of being deadheads, the tally-ho 
coach and its hard-worked horn tooter, 
but the question was finally settled in a 
manner satisfactory to all, thanks to the 
tact and wit of the moderator. 

The celebration of tho introduction of 
Hyde Spring into Fallow Park, proposed 
in Article IX., was indefinitely postponed, 
and the question of free lunches at the 
town’s expense, embodied in Article X., 
was passed over in a manner that savored 
of a job. Article XL ami the Cold Spring 
Swamp Park being acted upon. Article 
XII., which proposed the widening of 
Washington street to 200 feet, from No- 
naiitnm square to WestNewton, provoked a 
lively debate, several speakers persisting in 
going back to Article VIII. and the tally-ho 
coach. The debaters in some manner hav- 
ing persuaded the people to abolish tho 
Boston tfc Albany railroad, a townsman 
from Mt. Ida proposed that the tally ho 
coach tie used to carry passengers to Bos- 
This proposition was amended by provid- 
ing that tho coach should bo followed by 
the parish hearse and twenty undertakers 
— to Ito used in case of accident— and also 
providing that the horn be connected by a 
flexible tube with the Brighton Abattoir 
steam whistle: thus amended, the article 
was passed. After this the debate became 
uninteresting, and the meeting gladly vo- 
ted any way on Articles XIII. and XIV., in 
order to adjourn. 

There were a number of local hits, 
which drew forth much laughter, especial- 
ly the reference to “parlor caucuses” and a 
prominent member of Eliot church, blit 
they were ail good-natured, and the per- 
sons hit seemed to enjoy them as much 
as the audience.

Newton Natnral History Society. 


The regular monthly meeting of this so- 
ciety was held last Monday evening in 
Eliot Lower Hall. The president, Prof. J. 
K. Richardson, being absent, Dr. J. F. Fris- 
bie was called upon to preside. After the 
ordinary business of the meeting, and the 
reading by the secretary of a letter from 
Mrs. A. D. Sampson, declining the office of 
Vice-President to which she was elected, 
the lecturer of the evening. Dr. Madison 
Bunker, gave a very interesting lecture on 
“Duties of a Veterinarian.” full of valuable 
information in regard to the diseases of the 
horse, cow and doir. He explained several of 
the more common diseases of the horse. and 
exhibited parts of the bony skeleton, show- 
ing the effects of these diseases. A very 
interesting discussion followed. Dr. G. W. 
Shinn, Prof. S. E. Warren, W. A. Spinney, 
George Scales, Dr. J. F. Frisbie and others 
taking part. Dr. Bunker believes in the 
cbeckrein as a source of safety to the 
horse as well as the driver. He thinks it 
has a tendency to prevent the horse pitch- 
ing forward uponiiis knees, — sayingamoug 
horse-men such are termed “pious horses,” 
and that a man returning from a drive with 
fresh marks upon the knees of his horse, 
if a bachelor, would be accused of driving 
with one hand, (he made no reference as to 
whom he was holding with the other.) and 
is married, with being “full," He also 
recommends clipping for driving horses, 
hut not for others. 

The Doctor referred to the origin of 
pleuro-pneumonia in this country, and its 
wide spread through tho far west. 

One disease, tuberculosis in cattle, is 
increasing, the result of in and in breeding 
and imperfectly ventilated barns. This 
lie considers one of the most serious ques- 
tions that the cattle breeders of the near 
future will have to contend with. Dr. 
Bunker is naturally a scientific man. a 
close observer, and with his study and 
wide research, is one whose opinions carry 
weight, and impress the hearers with con- 
fidence in them.

The Watertown Annexation. 

As announced last week, the movement 
to annex a portion of Watertown lying 
south of the Charles River to Newton is 
again revived, tho preliminary steps having 
been taken by publication of an official no- 
tice, signed by Messrs. Tuttle, Emery and 
others, residents of the district, to that ef- 
fect. Petitions are being circulated both 
by petitioners and remonstiants, and the 
.matter will probably come before a legisla- 
tive committee this winter. Newton would 
be pleased to receive this valuable gift, as 
the locality is thickly settled with a good 
class of people, has good roads, a system 
of water supply, gas service and all the 
modern advantages, including a school- 
house in its midst; and the city has in past 
years had a special committee appointed to 
further its interests and give the movement 
moral support; in fact, one occasion the 
city solicitor appeared before tho commit- 
tee on cities and towns and made the offi- 
cial announcement that Newton was willing 
to accept tlie. tract. Ex-Mayor W. P. Elli- 
son, ex-Alderman 1). W. Fanjuhar, and 
other citizens of wards 1 and 7, Newton, 
territory adjoining the coveted possession, 
have been interested in behalf of the annex- 
ationists. The leaders in tho work are sub- 
stantially tho same as in previous years, 
for there have been several attempts to 
carry tho measure, and Mr. Chase, whose 
premises are cut by the town and city 
boundary line, was the pioneer and has 
never relaxed his efforts. Messrs. Tuttle, 
Emory and Dunne liavo also been, and arc 
still, bard and hopeful workers for annexa- 
tion. Their arguments are that the district 
belongs, by territorial light and the natu- 
ral boundary line of tho river, to Newton; 
that the interests, social, church and school, 
are more with Newton than Watertown; 
that its inhabitants take the cars at tho 
Newton station; that property would be 
enhanced in va ue ami a better system of 
government he secured. The arguments of 
the remonstrants, who consist of the town 
in its corporate capacity, and a large num- 
ber of old residents and property-holders 
on tho disputed territory, are that the prop- 
erty belongs to Watertown, and cannot he 
spared without serious damage to its wel- 
fare; that every advantage has been given 
to tliis section in the way of public im- 
provements, and that it is as convenient of 
access to all travelling and other public fa- 
cilities in Watertown us it would Lo in 
Newton. In previous attempts tho ques- 
tion has never got beyond the committee, 
the petitioners being granted leave to with- 
draw', while last vear the movement, al- 
though started, fell through for lack of per- 
sonal and pecuniary support, ami did not 
even reach the committee. The town feels 
aggrieved that it should lie so continually 
harassed by the malcontents who inhabit 
this portion of its tcnitoiy; but the citi- 
zens in question consider that they have an 
inalienable right to petition and labor for 
annexation, if they choose to bear the bur- 
den of expense. The district pays in taxes 
about $10,000 per annum. 

Another Warning. 

Two recent ut terances, one by a leading 
lawyer and Hie ot her by an equally promi- 
nent. duotor, furnish a most impressive 
warning against the use of alcoholic drinks 
and beverages. 

The lawyer said that lie was acquainted 
with men from whom, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, great things might bo expect- 
ed, hut who never rose beyond the merest 
common place. They had ability, social 
standing, and could command influence, 
hut they sapped their energies, and weight- 
ed themselves down by persisting in the 
use of liquors. They weie not drunkards; 
they never lost entire coni lol of themselves, 
hut they were handicapped in the race be- 
cause their faculties were partially stupe- 
lied by the alcoholic poisons they daily 
drank. 

'I they had not been liquor tlrinht rs they 
'would, in all probability, l.avc i.ccomo 
men far above tin average: bet a« it is. 
they have never developed their l est, and 
liquor is to I lame for it. 

The physician advam . ■ the theory that 
some of t he strange phases of crime on the 


part of men in positions of trust and influ- 
ence, may be traced to tho alcohol habit. 
His view is that tho uro of intoxicants, 
eventually producing a diseased physical 
organism, may lead to changes in moral 
character, ana hence to tho commission of 
offences against honesty, chastity and hon- 
or, at which tho same men would once 
have shuddered. 

It is very well known to every one, that 
when men become drunkards they are dan- 
gerous, because no one can predict what 
form of mania their drunkenness may 
take. Hut the suggestion that, there may 
be a point this side of habitual intemper- 
ance whore men may he warped and in- 
sanely affected by alcohol, suggests the 
great peril there is in touching anything 
containing it. 

Tho trifling gratification furnished by 
the use of wines and other such like bever- 
ages, is a small thing indeed to put by the 
side of the awful peril of becoming a thief, 
or an adulterer, or a murderer.

THK CITY KI.KCTION. 

It was a clean sweep for the Citizen's 
ticket, and the men who conducted the 
campaign have good reason to feci satisfied 
with tho way the work was done. There is 
nothing to regret, now that the elec- 
tion is over, and the excitement has 
subsided. The campaign was begun on a 
high level, and no descent was made. 
There was no abuse of tho opposition can- 
didate, in spite of the greatest provocation, 
and no unfair methods or dishonest tickets 
were resored to. Tho Citizens relied upon 
argument, and the proved fitness of their 
candidate for mayor, for tlioir success, and 
they trusted to the sense of fairness and 
the intelligence of the voters of Newton. 

We wish that we could say as much of 
their opponents, who met with such a dis- 
astrous defeat, as it is hardly fair to hit a 
party when it is down. This much can be 
said, however, they eau console themselves 
with tho reflection that they left nothing 
undone in their efforts to win. The old 
legal habit of abusing the plaintiff’s attor- 
ney when a lawyer has no case may do in 
law, but it is not a conspicuous success in 
politics. 

The result is a victory for honest politics 
and non-partisan methods in municipal af- 
fairs. The voters chose Mayor Kimball for 
a fourth term because they believed that 
he was the better candidate, and it was an 
endorsement that any man might well feel 
proud of. The people have confidence in 
him, and approve of Ins faithful and 
efficient administration of city affairs. 
That confidence is evidently not to be 
shaken by any campaign roorbacks, pub- 
lished on the eve of election. The fight 
against him was bitter, and probably 
nearly every vote that could be obtained 
against him was polled, in spite of the 
storm. Had the day been pleasant, his 
majority would probably hate been nearly 
doubled, as his friends were so confident 
that many of them did not feel it necessary 
to go to the polls. However, a majority of 
477 is enough, and his friends are satisfied. 

THE ALDEBIUim. 

AVe shall liavo a first class board of ah 
dermen for another year, as the citizens took 
care of that in making their nominations. 
Councilman .7. Edward Ilollis receives a 
desorved promotion from the lower branch, 
and is already familiar with tho business 
transacted by the city government. 

The unfortunate contest in Ward Two 
renders it still rather uncertain as to whom 
that ward will send, as Mr. Mitchell only 
has a majority of 7, and a recount is asked 
for, which may change matters. Alderman 
Grant has been one of tho best officials in 
•-that branch of the city government, and 
Mr. Mitchell has served several terms iu 
tho lower branch, so that whichever way 
■the contest is decided, the city will have 
an efficient alderman. 

From Ward Three Alderman Nickerson 
was re-elected without a contest, and he will 
bring to his duties a full knowledge of 
everything connected with them. He has 
been one of the working members, and 
having been at the head of one of the 
most important committees, lie could not 
very well be spared. 

Mr. Frederic Johnson has also had expe- 
rience in the lower branch, but Alderman 
Fiske’s practical business habits and 
straightforward methods of transacting 
business liavo set an example that his suc- 
cessor will find difficult to follow. 

Alderman Pettee is another useful mem- 
ber who has been returned because his 
ward could not fill his place. 

From Ward Six, Mr. John Ward will 
probably decide that as he has been elected 
it is his duty to accept, and not put the 
city to the expense of another election, 
especially as it is probable that there 
would bo no change in the result. Ho 
made one of the best councilman bis ward 
over bad, but he will find it anything but 
an empty honor to attempt to till Aider- 
man Mason’s place. 

From Ward Seven Mr. S. K. Harwood 
comes in with a majority of 327 votes, a 
larger majority than any other alderman 
received who was not on both tickets, which 
shows what is expected of him. Successful 
business men aro needed on the board, and 
Mr. Harwood will make one of the most 
efficient members. 

It is rather remarkable that among tho 
now member there is not a sin^lo lawyer, 
which is a decided change from the present 
hoard, which has three. 

THAT NFKOIAIi EDITION. 

There is a distinction between abuse and 
argument which intelligent voters are not 
slow to appreciate, and that is one reason 
why Mayor Kimball’s majority was so 
much larger than over before, although the 
total vote was about tho same as in pre- 
vious years. The gun called ‘'Speciul Edi- 
tion” was too heavily loaded, and its re- 
coil proved fatal to the cause it was intend- 
ed to help, it was one of the mistakes of | 
the campaign, which it is charitable to ■ 
suppose the originators regret, now that the ; 
excitement has subsided. Many men who 1 


always vote tho Republican ticket on priii 
ciple, changed tlioir minds after reading 
such a wholesale abuse of the Citizen s 
candidate, and voted for Mayor Kimball, 
to emphasize their condemnation of ‘‘.slan- 
der in Politics.” 

In this respect Mayor Kimball set a wor- 
thy example. He refused to allow any re- 
ply in kind to be made after the publica- 
tion of last Saturday, and trusted to the 
common sense and intelligence of the 
voters of New ton for his vindication. The 
result proved that lie was right. Ho lias 
not hold the office of Mayor for threo terms 
without the pcoplo of Newton getting a 
pretty correct knowledge of his real char- 
acter and the value of his services to tho 
city, and their opinion of him is shown in 
the handsome vote ho received. 

Tho practice of anonymous attacks on 
political candidates is one that cannot he 
too strongly condemned. It is not the 
duty of a newspaper to servo as a moans of 
publishing abusive articles, to which the 
writers would not dare to sign their names, 
but for which they socm to liavo no 
scruples in asking the editor of a paper to 
assume the responsibility. He is and 
should be held responsible for whatever 
appears in his paper, and Jt is ho who has 
to take tho consequences, and not the 
anonymous writers. No paper that cares 
for its reputation has room for such arti- 
cles; tho waste-basket is the proper place 
for them, and ours is a large and capacious 
one. 


A YO NAME MERIES. 

One of the leading physicians of Newton 
has been prevailed upon to contribute to 
the Graphic a series of short articles upon 
popular medical subjects, on condition 
that his name does not appear in connec- 
tion with them. The articles will be apt to 
cause a good deal of speculation as to the 
author, but wo do not think one person in 
a hundred will be apt to guess the name. 
We are also promised a number of original 
articles by Newton writers, to appear in a 
sort of ‘‘No Name” series, to which all who 
desire are invited to contribute. The only 
conditions are that the articles shall be on 
subjects of general interest, not to exceed 
a column in length. 


The managers of the High School Review 
have published a very neat catalogue of 
the High School, giving the list of teach- 
ers, the organizations connected with the 
school, the list of pupils and their resi- 
dences, and the course of studies pursued 
in the school. It makes a pamphlet of 22 
pages, ar.d copies have been given to the 
subscribers of the Review. The catalogue 
will be of great convenience to the teach- 
ers, and outsiders can get some idea of the 
work done in the school and the advan- 
tages enjoyed by the pupils. 

The editors of tho Review have shown a 
good deal of„e»terpriso in the matter, and 
copies of tho catalogue have been in such 
demand as to show that it is apppreciated. 


A Ticket that was extensively circulated 
at the polls has caused a good deal of com- 
ment among those who believe in honesty 
in politics. It was headed, “Regular Citi- 
zen’s Ticket,” in large type, with “except 
for mayor” underneath in the smallest 
type. Then the name of the Republican 
candidate was substituted for that of May- 
or Kimball. In the hurry of voting, such a 
ticket was calculated to deceive, and it is 
said that but for this ticket Mayor Kimball 
would have carried Ward 0. It seems in- 
credible that the Republicans of that ward 
should resort to such tactics. 


The Atlantic Monthly still remains 
tho favorite magazine with cultivated peo- 
ple, and it promises to keep up to its 
high standard of excellence the coming 
year, judging from its prospectus which is 
given iu this issue. 


The Boston Advertiser says that “our 
national legislature would do very littlo 
for the red man, if it were not kept up to 
its duty by public opinion.” This is the 
first indication we have seen that the Ad- 
vertiser is coining round to the support of 
Senator Dawes for another term.

CITY ELECTION NOTES. 

Ono of tho severest snow storms within 
tho memory of the oldest inhabitant mndo 
election day a very disagreeable and un- 
comfortable ono. But the weather did not 
seem to interfere with tho voting, ns tho 
total number of votes only fell about one 
hundred short of the total of last year. 
About all the hacks ami covered sleighs in 
tho city wore hired and used all day in get- 
ting voters to tho polls. Thero woro tho 
usual scones in tho ward rooms, and every 
voter was besieged by ticket pedlars and 
tho friends of the candidates, and if bis 
mind had not been previously made up, ho 
was a mental wreck before bis vote was 
cast. There were a number of amusing 
scenes and incidents, among which was a 
report industriously circulated that Ward 
2 was going to givo 150 votes for tho Re- 
publican candidate for Mayor. Another 
story that caused much amusement was 
the account of the visit on Monday evening 
of three prominent Republicans to North 
Village, and the methods of electioneering 
they started there. It was highly ein- 
bclislicd and became very amusing as it 
circulated among the different ward rooms. 

Another amusing incident occurred in 
ono of the wards, when tho man hired to 
circulate bogus Citizen’s tickets bad evi- 
dently received his pay in advance, and 
his condition was such that regular Citi- 
zen’s tickets were substituted without his 
becoming aware of tho fact, and he ped- 
dled them tho remainder of the day; there 
was considerable indignation in tho other 
wards over the bogus tickets, and the plot 
was not as successful as xvas expected; 
they were condemned as heartily by leading 
Republicans who favored a straight party 
ticket.as by the friends of tho Citizen’s tick- 
et. The stonn interfered with the voting in 
Ward 5 more than in any other ward, as 
there the distances wore greater, and it 
was harder word to reach the polls. This 
probably cost the Citizen’s ticket a hun- 
dred votes or more. 

Thero were any number of surprises in 
regard to tho result. Ward 0 is evidently 
becoming a Kimball ward, and possibly 
the voters there have not forgiven Mr. Ches- 
ter’s defeat last year. Mayor Kimball’s ma- 
jority was a flattering one, and nearly 
doubled that of last year, when it was 20(5. 
At his first election it was only 134, so that 
he seems to be growing in popular esteem. 

Another surprise was the small vote 
Councilman French received, especially in 
Ward 3. Mr. Philbrick’s election as a mem- 
ber of the School Committeo was another 
surprise, as bo xvas opposed unanimously by 
all recent graduates of the High School, 
but he got there just the same. Council- 
man Edmunds’ defeat was also surprising, 
but his frequent objections to motions and 
resolutions may have been the cause. 
Councilman Coffin won over Mr. Hartnett 
in Ward 1 by a small majority, but Council- 
man Kennedy bad an unexpectedly largo 
vote in Ward 7, and ran ahead of bis ticket. 
Mr. Billings in Ward 5 bad a sharp contest 
for his seat, but lie was victorious, as lie de- 
served to be, and lie ought to have been on 
both tickets. 

THE CELEBRATIONS. 

It was evident early in the afternoon 
w hich way tho tide w as turning, and at City 
Hall before tho aldermen met Mayor 
Kimball held a regular reception, a large 
number of citizens coming in to tender 
him their congratulations. Later there 
was a jollification meeting at Cycle Hall, 
Xewtonvillc, with bonfires in the square, 
and the firing of cannon. The hall w as 
crowded with citizens from wards 1, 2. 3.4, 
and 7, and upon Mayor Kimball's arrival he 
was greeted with enthusiastic cheers. He 
was escorted to tho platform, and made a 
short speech, thanking his friends for the 
high compliment paid him. Mr. E. H. 
Pierce was chosen chairman, aud the meet- 
ing organized. Mr. Pierce made a speech 
full of congratulations for the honorable 
way in which the Citizens had carried on 
their campaign, and bo was followed by 
Mr. J. W. .Stover, who paid the Graphic 
some very pleasant compliments for its 
dignified and independent course during 
the campaign, and gave his hearers some 
good advice, which many of them have al- 
ready followed, judging from the large 
number of new subscribers since received. 
Other congratulatory speeches woro made 
by Mr. George Ellis of Ward 0, Mr. D. W. 
Farquliar of Ward 7, Mr. W. E. Plummer 
of Ward 4, Mr. S. K. Harwood of Ward 7, 
Mr. W. II. Maguo of Ward 3, and a large 
number of others, after which tho meeting 
adjourned to Alderman A. R. Mitchell’s 
handsome residence, whore a bountiful 
spread was served, and Mr. Mitchell re- 
ceived hearty congratulations. Another 
adjournment was then made to Mayor 
Kimball’s residence, where it seemed that 
the whole city was represented, the house 
being filled until after midnight with a 
constant succession of callers. Refresh- 
ments were served in Paxton’s best style, 
and all the trailers had a hearty welcome. 

A loss enthusiastic reception was held in 
Ward 7, at the residence of Alderman 
Powers, where some forty or fifty of tho 
faithful ones met to offer tlioir condolences 
on the result of the olootion. Under tire 
cheering inn istrations of Mr. Paxton tho 
gloom was somewhat dispelled.

Tho Jew- 
ish Sabbath was observed by worship in 
the synagogue in tho morning, and tliw 
after part of tho day spent in feasting. 
After the death of Jesus, his disciples met 
one day in seven, to hold him in roinem- 
branee. This observance gradually crept 
among the dwellers of tho larger cities, 
and from thcuco into tho country places. 
500 A. 1). the council of Orleans ordained 
the first day of the week to be observed as 
a day of worship, and no labor performed. 
The Puritans’ religion was eminently one 
of fear, and marked their observance of tho 


I Sabbath day thus, entirely inappropriate 
i for the outgrowth of our times. Experi- 
ments from time to time have been made 
as to the necessity of ono day’s abstinence 
from labor for man and beast. In France 
one day in ton was tried, but proved a fail- 
ure, ono day in seven being found to bo a 
physical necessity for rest. It should pre- 
eminently he made a home day, for tho cul- 
tivation of all the best social, moral and 
intellectual being, and our religious nature 
should have its highest food. It is for 
each one to decide liow this can host lie 
attained, ll must lie the best in the week 
for the children, the reverse of that which 
lingers in tho memory of too many of our 
childhood homes, lie would not have tho 
Sunday laws abrogated, as the mass must 
lie held by legal restraints. The indul- 
gence of riding, walking and excursions, 
must bo loft to the conscience of each one, 
the rich man rolling in his carriage to 
church, not criticising his poorer neighbor 
who perforce would take a street car out- 
ing into the country with his wife and chil- 
dren. It was a sermon replete with inter- 
est and fresh thought to ovory one who 
listened to it.

Mrs. Lincoln prepared on Monday morning 
brown soup stock from six pounds of beef with six 
quarts of water, three onions, one carrot, one tur- 
nip, one stalk of celery and two sprigs of parsley, 
with spices and sweet herbs. All should he sim- 
mered six or seven hours and strained. Broiled 
fish with tartar sauce was very appetizing. One 
tablespoon each of vinegar and Worcestershire 
sauce, oiic-tlnrd cup of butter, one teaspoon lemon 
juice and one salt-spoon salt were the ingredients. 
Sphnghetti, or small macaroni, and apple meringue 
were the remaining dishes prepared. Next Mon- 
day, Dec. 13. the subjects will be : Beef stew with 
dumplings, short cakes, scalloped meat, brown 
gravy and tea. 

There are in the Seminary fourteen young 
women under 16 years of age. one hundred 
and ten between 16 and 19, and sixteen who 
are twenty and over.

94-139. The heaviest young woman weighs 182 
Iks., the lightest 88 lbs. The average weight is 
124 74-121.

Louisiana, Western India and the Hawaiian

The horse be- 
longed to a span and was valued at four 
hundred dollars. 

The Roger Williams Jug. 

This interesting historical souvenir, 
which commemorates the settlement of 
Rhode Island by Roger Williams in 1030, 
was designed by Messrs. Warren and Wood, 
Providence, R. I. It is manufactured for 
them in England by Messrs. J. Wedgewood 
& Son, Etruria, 188(1. It is made in two 
sizes, the smallest of which is 4 3-4 inches 
in height. On one side are the words 
“What Cheer,” while below is to be seen 
Roger Williams grasping the band of an 
Indian as his canoe touches the shore. The 
other side of the jug shows clusters of In- 
dian corn, the same being seen in the bor- 
der. Also a cut of the statue of Roger Wil- 
liams which is in the park which hears 
his name. The front is decorated with a 
fac-simile of the state seal of Rhode Island, 
while below is the following quotation ; “I, 
having made covenant of peaceable neigh- 
borhood with all the .Sachems and natives 
round about us; and having in a sense of 
God’s merciful providence unto me, in 
my distress, called the place Providence.

Should any ono attempt to ndd any tiling 
fe li« uomovolifttisivM, just, apt ami approoi- 
titivo tribute to (he memory of Mr. Adams, 
which fell from the lips of Mr. .lames Hub- 
bo K Lowell at the recent. mooting of the Mas- 
sachusetts Historical Society. he would Hud 
ti r he had at ivy up ted a difficult task. 
IN'liat can exceed the beauty of one sen- 
fence which is selected ns a specimen of 
flic whole. 

* \ nulled in diplomacy, never was a man 
more litted by character, by experience, 
by natural sagacity, and by attainments for 
the position it was his good fortune to oc- 
cupy during our civil war, and which it 
'K.m still more our good fortune that he 
should have occupied.” 

Yet an incident which occurred about 
forty-two years ago may be interesting, and 
which may note bo related; but which if 
told during his life-time might have been 
displeasing to the great, statesmen whoso 
sensitive modesty was so conspicuous. 

During the year 1844 and 1S45, it was my 
food fortune to occupy tho desk adjoining 
that of Mr. Adams, at tho Board of the Massa- 
chusetts Senate, both of us from Suffolk 
County. 

On some matter, (as to what it was my 
memory fails me,) it became necessary to 
have a joint special committee of the two 
Houses, and I was associated with Mr. 
Adams on that committee, ilo was de- 
sirous that wo should consult together bo- 
foro the committee met, and asked me to 
come to his residence for that purpose. I 
did so. We agreed at once upon thecourso 
of action which we should advocate in the 
Committee room; but while Ilooked upon it 
as a matter of mere temporary expediency, 
he regarded it as action founded upon a 
deep underlying principle, and was very 
desirous that our report should place the 
matter on his ground, for lie “had a deep 
aooted antipathy to temporary expediency.’’ 

S lut this is not the matter of interest, it only 
escribes the occasion which led to tho in- 
terview.. 

During our pleasant discussion he had 
occasion to leave the room for a short in- 
terval. Oil tho long table which stood in 
<lie middle of that most admirable library, 
I observed that his desk had on and around 
it several books, either lying open or with 
hook-maiks in them. I examined them 
znd found that they were in various Euro- 
pean languages, but. that all the passages, 
marked or open, referred to a discussion to 
ono aud the same important topic of inter- 
national law, principle or custom. 

On his return, l remarked that I had 
taken the liberty of looking at the hooks 
which be bad been consulting, and in- 
quired what had led to this research. He 
replied “Nothing in particular. I was 
studying. You see. Mr. Park. that licrcditn- 
riiy I have a taste for politics. Not par- 
tisan politics, that I despise, but that 
which in Europe is styled the Science of 
Affairs. My residence with my father at 
various courts on the other side of the At- 
lantic lias intensified this taste, passion I 
ni.iv call it. And now I will say to you, 
a! we ha\o not in this country men edu- 
cated to be statesmen. We have eminent 
men of great talent, sagacity and good 
Common sense in nil walks of life, who are 
elected by popular vote to positions re- 
quiring a knowledge of national affairs, in 
which they exhibit wonderful ability, but 
the management of which they had not 
been elementarily trained. Now my tastes 
ji itd surroundings have enabled mo to devote 
m^f-elf to these pursuits, — and— | ho hesita- 
ted a moment and then proceeded,] should 
biv country ever require such a person so 
fitted, and should l be so fortunate as to 
t>o selected on sii'Mi occasion, I wish to feel 
tiniL r Lav.- endeavored to lit myself ade- 
quately to fill some such position.” 

These words recurred with great foreo to 
my recollection some fifteen years later, 
when he tilled the post of our minister at 
the British Court, to which sueli apt allu- 
sion is made by Mr. Lowell. There was 
no m in in the United States so thorough- 
ly prepared tor the then trying and impor- 
tant position at tho Court of St. James a* 
Hr. Adams, and it is striking to observe 
ho w his studies and preparation of previ- 
ous years qualified him for it. 

It had been hoped by many that Mr. 
Adams since his retirement from that of- 
fice, would compile and edit a statement 
of tho events, trials ami diplomatic inci- 
cLnM of Ills residence there. It. b stiM

rial Irom which he can give such a work to 
the world.

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SHAM. OUR BOYS USE TOBACC0 1 


II Y NATH L T. ALLEN. 


It is tlio unanimous testimony of eminent 
physicians in this and other countries, that 
the use of tobacco in any form is injurious 
to youth. ' 

Physically , in impeding growth and a 
sound, healthy development, of which 
thoro is ample and overwhelming proof. 

Mentally, by impairing brain power, ns 
seen in loss of memory and mental grasp, 
inability to concentrate thought and hold 
the mind consecutively to any subject. 

Morally, its influence is to weaken the 
will power and to gradually destroy the 
finer moral traits and sensibilities. A lad 
addicted to tho use of tobacco is more 
readily led astray; ho shuns the society of 
the refined and good; of ladies, cvo:i of his 
sisters and mother; in fact, as its first nso 
is in direct opposition to his parents’ wish- 
es and commands, ho almost invariably be- 
gins by deception in act. which often leads 
to falsehood in words. Teachers frequent- 
ly find its influence more demoralizing than 
that of any other practice among their lads. 
Tho late superintendent of the Westboru’ 
Reform School asserts that tho use of to- 
bacco by tho lads under his chargo caused 
more trouble than any other one thing. 
Even at the woman’s prison at Shcrborn its 
use by the inmates is the sourco of great 
demoralization. 

Tobacco directly tempts to the use of 
spirituous liquors. It. has been shown that 
of 100 students in our colleges, there is a 
larger number of those who drink liquors, 
but no not use tobacco, than of those who 
use totiacco and do not drink liquors. This 
probably is due to the fact that tobacco de- 
velops an unnatural thirst. It. also lowers 
tho moral tone and diminishes the will 
power. 

Teachers and professors in schools and 
colleges set; iis ill effects, and are unani- 
mous in condemning its use with those 
under 18 or 20 years of age. Mothers uni- 
versally dread its effect upon their sons, 
and exert every influence within their pow- 
er to deter from its use. ’The writer has 
never met one among tho thousand lather.-, 
who have conferred with him concerning 
their sons, who was not strongly opposed 
to his son’s use of tho weed, while a stu- 
dent in school, even though, as was often 
the case, an habitual user of the same him- 
self. in Germany stringent laws have been 
enacted and rigidly enforced, prohibiting 
its use by those under eighteen years of 
age. In France it was actually found in 
the great Ecole Polytechnique, “That a 
comparison made between the smokers and 
non smokers showed that the non smokers 
took tho highest rank in every grade, and 
further that tho smokers continually lost 
grade; and in 18(11 tho Minister of Public 
Instruction in France, accordingly, issued 
a circular forbidding the use of tobacco b } v 
students in the public schools. For simi- 
lar reasons at our two government schools, 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis and the 
Military Academy at West Point, the use 
of tobacco by the cadets is prohibited. 

With our greater laxity in restraining in- 
dividual freedom, even ilie freedom to in- 
jure themselves, their families and the 
community, it was long feared that our 
legislators would not enact laws even against 
the use of nlcholic liquors, or tobacco with 
the young, (for it is not contended that a 
temperate use of tobacco is necessarily in- 
jurious to tho adult.) Alcohol, how- 
ever. is so directly the cause of crime, 
even of tho most hideous kind, that law’s have 
long since been enacted, punishing both tho 
vender and tho one who drinks to drunken- 
ness. Parents, teachers and friends ol 
youth have long desired tho enactment of 
laws prohibiting the sale to, and use of 
tobacco by youth. It remained for the 
noble efforts of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Association of Massachusetts, 
to achieve this beneficial result, through 
tho numerously signed petitions from all 
portions of our state, influencing the 
legislature to enact the desired law. 

Tho following is the act: 

“An Act to Prohibit the sale or gift of 
tobacco to persons under sixteen years 
of ago. 

lie it enacted by tho Senate and House of 
Representatives in General Court assem- 
bled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows: 

Sue. 1. No person shall sell any cigar- 
ette. snuff, or tobacco in any of its forms, 
to any person under sixteen years of age. 

Sue. II. No person other than the 
minor’s parent or guardian shall give any 
cigarettes, snuff, or tobacco, in any of its 
forms, to any person under sixteen years of 
age. 

Sko. III. Any person violating any of 
tho provisions of this act, shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars.” 
Approved, March 17, 188ti. 

It is one tiling to secure the enactment of 
salutary laws, and quite another to ensure 
their enforomont. Tho legislature has per- 
formed the first part. It remains for the 
executive officers of tho state, tho police, 
and constables of cities and towns, assist- 
ed and sustained by public opinion, to put 
tho law in successful operation. 

Let us all join in aiding tho enforcement 
of this salutary law by moral influence, 
when possible, bv legal if necessary, and 
thus do our part to uplift and improve tho 
rising and succeeding generations — [Jour- 
nal of Education.

The Journal, its facts having been questioned by a 
loi:al baking powder manufacturer, returns to the 
subject and publishes the following interesting in- 


terview with Prof. Tucker. The fact* before stated 

aro reaffirmed and emphasized In the most breezy 
manner: 

A Journal reporter recently visited l’rnf. Tucker 
for tho purpose of gaining further information in 
reference to tho baking powder qiiostlon. lie was 
found In the extensive laboratory of tlio Medical 
College, hard at work, hut good-naturedly submitted 
to an Inquisitorial interview, tho eiilistauco of 
which, hero given, will bo found of interest. 

“Doctor,” said the reporter, "It appears that one 
of our local baking nowoer manufacturers at- 
tempts to discredit tho report some time ago 
published in the Journal with reference to baking 
powders, for which tho analytical examinations 
were made by yourself and ITof. Mason. Were 
your Analysis anil opinion printed conectlv?” 

"They w’oro,” replied Prof. Tucker, "literally.” 

"Is there any part of tlio report, or of your views 
expressed therein, that you would modify?” i 

“Not a word. My examination wns most. careful- 
ly and accurately nindo; the deductions 1 drew I 
from the tests were the Inevitable ones, and the , 
opinions 1 expressed were unquestionably correct.” j 

“You say, Doctor, that tli ■ Itoyal baking i owder 
is superior to anv other baking powder wldeli yon 
have ex ami licit?” 

“That Is my report." 

“Have you examined many other baking pow- 
ders?” 

1 ’Quite n number." 

'•Wherein, Doctor, consists this superiority which 
you find in the Royal over other br ands?" 

"As stated In my report, In the great purity of its 
ingredients, in tlio unquestioned propriety and 
wholesoineiicsH ot those ingredients, in ihc'cx.ict 
proportions of the same, and the chemical accura- 
cy and skill with which they have been combined.

"That would require a long answer, something in 
tho nature of a lecture. Briefly, however, the ad- 
vantage of such a baking powder over yeast con- 
sists in the quicker work it accomplishes, in* the 
preservation of some of tlio best elements of the 
ilotir which are destroyed in tho production of the 
carbonic add gas by the use of yeast, and In the 
absolute certainty of sweet, light and digestible 
food. Over other methods lor quick raising, the 
merits of a pure baking powder are great. It is al- 
ways ready for use, tlie acid and alkali are combined 
in exact proportions to produce definite results, or 
to render tlio largest amount of leavening gas and 
leave nothing more than a neutral residuum, which 
is not the result where cream of tartar mid soda 
are bought separately and mixed in tho kitchen, for 
it will always occur where this is done that one or 
the other of these substances will predominate, 
making the food yellow, heavy, hitter and unwhole- 
some. Resides, the cream of tartar which can be 
procured by the housekeeper is mostly adulterated, 
adding to the uncertainty of the results or the un- 
wholesoineness or the food. All these difficulties 
are avoided in tlie use or a pure, properlv-madu 
baking powder.”

In that “Special Edition” Mayor Kimball 
was charged with being an extravagant of- 
ficial, with increasing the expenses of the 
city and making the taxes higher, aud these 
were urged as reasons why he should not 
be re-elected. The charges are worth con- 
sidering, even though Mayor Kimball has 
been re-elected, and their truth or falsity 
should be shown. 

In the first place, it might be urged that 
the mayor of Newton has very little to do 
with the expenditure of the city’s money, 
ho does not vote the appropriations, which 
have to be passed by a two third’s vote of 
the City Council, but we do not care to 
take advantage of that argument. It is 
certain, however, that if both branches of 
the city government were composed of 
economical men, a mayor would have no 
chance to be extravagant. It follows then, 
that if Mayor Kimball has been extrava- 
gant, a majority of both the aider- 
men and councilmen have been equally 
guilty. If lie was extravagant during bis 
first term, then Messrs. Henry E. Cobb, B. 

S. Grant, John W. Carter, Noah K. Farley, 
George Pettee, Dwight Chester and John 
Q. Henry were equally guilty, for they 
were members of the board of aldermen 
during that term. In the common council 
at the same time, were such men as 
W. G. Brackett, James Eggleston, James 
H. Nickerson. George Dix, Geo. M. Fiske, 
John F. Heckman, Edward H. Mason, 
■Frank Ed mauds, S. L. Powers and James 
French, and yet these men voted the ap- 
propriations and endorsed the expenditures, 
and if the mayor was extravagant, they 
gave him power to be so. 

But perhaps he was not extravagant in 
liis first term, and was in his second. The 
men who voted the money that year and 
endorsed the expenditures without a pro- 
test, wore Enos. C. Soule, B. S. Grant, 
James II. Nickerson, Noali W. Farley, 
(Jeorge Pettee, Edward II. Mason and John 
Q. Henry in the board of aldermen, and 
the men previously mentioned in the coun- 
cil. 

If the second term was also an economi- 
cal one, and the expenditures judiciously 
made, then the alleged extravagance must 
have existed the present year, and the al- 
dermen, two-tliirds of whom were equally 
guilty, are Frank A. Dearborn, B. S. Grant, 
James II. Nickerson, George M. Fiske, 
George Pettee, Edward H. Mason and 
Samuel L. Powers. Pick out any four or live 
of these, and you will search in vain for 
any record of their protests against any ex- 
penditures that have been made, so that if 
the mayor did control the expenditures 
and was extravagant, these men aided and 
abetted him in it. In the council, the op- 
position included such men as President 
French, and Messrs. Kennedy, Boss, Ed- 
munds, Johnson, Hollis, Coffin, Atherton 
and Dix, enough to have defeated any ex- 
travagant scheme, and yet not more than 
one or two of them ever protested against 
increasing the salaries of city officials, or 
any other expenditures, their action being 
generally the reverse. 

The truth of the matter is that the rapid 
growth of the city, both in population and 
wealth, compels a corresponding increase 
in the expenses, anrl an income that would 
have answered four or five years ago, is 
far too small now. The mayor can advise 
about the expenditures, and can exercise 
his veto power, but the real power lies 
with the city council. As far as Mayor 
Kimball is concerned, the popular verdict 
sooins to be that of a shrewd and careful 
observer of city affairs, and that was that 
“Mayor Kimball deserved a re-election for 
his wiso economy and judicious expendi- 
tures of the city’sjmouey during h:s three 
terms of office.” The aldermen, who have 
been most intimately associated with him, 
could not accuse him of extravagance with- 
out reflecting upon tlioir own records, and 
a largo majority of them will testify that 
the charges made by tho Newton Journal 
were without foundation.

for Mr. Grant were -a-t lor ‘ benjamin 6. 
Grant for alderman,” and not for “Benja- 
min S. Grant of Ward 2;” the question as 
to whether these votes shall be counted for 
Mr. Grant has been referred to tho city so- 
licitor, and ho is to report at the meeting 
of the board next Monday. 

We have been informed by Mr. Mitchell, 
however, that he will not take advantage 
of any such technicality, and should the 
decision be iu bis favor, lie would immedi- 
ately resign. Ho docs not wish to profit by 
any K to 7 business. The decision does 
him credit, and is an honorable position to 
take, as might have been expected by those 


who know Mr. Mitchell's strict films about 
what is honorable. 

The recount disclosed a very important 
fact, and one which has created a good 
deal of surprise. It was found that an 
imitation of tho Citi soil’s ticket was east 
in all the wards, the only difference being 
that it boro Mr. Grant’s name in place of Mr. 
Mitchell’s. It purported to be a genuine Citi- 
zen's ticket and it was evidently intended to 
deceive. How the counterfeit ticket was ob- 
tained is not known, but as to the morality 
of the affair there is no dispute. Over one 
hundred of these tickets wore found in tho 
ballot boxes, and this explained, wliat 
seemed so mysterious, why Mr. Mitchell 
ran so far behind bis ticket. Now, no ono 
thinks for a moment that Mr. Grant lmd 
any hand in this dishonorable business, and 
it is almost certain that bo did not know 
of it before be saw tho tickets counted on 
Tuesday night. Mr. Grant is too honora- 
ble a man to wish to secure office by such 
a trick as this, ami we very much doubt if 
ho will accept an office won by such means. 

There is such a thing as honor and hon- 
esty in politics, and such tricks as this are 
the reverse. Wo do not know and we do 
not care who was responsible for the circu : 
lation of tliesn forged tickets; it is a matter 
that ought to be investigated, and the Re- 
publican party of Newton should do it. 
We talk about election frauds in the South, 
and grow very indignant at such outrages, 
but it seems that hero in Newton our 
skirts are not wholly clean. Which is 
the worse, to deliberately alter the returns 
after the votes are cast, as they have done 
in the South, or to palm off upon an unsus- 
picious voter a ticket that is not what it 
purports to be? In cither case the inten- 
tion of the voter is frustrated and the elec- 
tion made a farce. 


T II K SKUGKAGE QLKNTIOH. 

The need of sewerage becomes more 
urgent every year, and action can not be 
delayed much longer, if Newton is to re- 
tain its reputation as one of the healthiest 
of tho suburbs of Boston. Towns up the 
valley are taking hold of the matter in a 
way that looks like business. The past 
week the selectmen of Framingham had a 
public hearing, and the question was vigor- 
ously discussed. The two plans suggested 
for tho disposal of sewage were by the 
irrigating process, and by the proposed 
metropolitan system. The former was to 
take the sewage to the Saxonville fiats, 
and after purifying it, allow the water to 
escape into the Sudbury river. This plan 
has many objections, besides the possible 
pollution of the water of the river, to 
which Boston would seriously object. The 
metropolitan system would be more ex- 
pensive, but it would be free from the ob- 
jections urged against the first. Both 
plans were fully set forth at the meeting, 
and there is to be another hearing next 
Monday. 

The reason that Framingham feels im- 
pelled to take immediate action, is the 
great prevalence of malarious diseases in 
the town, which is said to he due to the 
lack of sewage. Last summer the 
diseases spread over a wide extent of terri- 
tory, and another year there is a strong 
probability that other places will be affect- 
ed. 

Newton should take warning in time, and 
adopt some system of sewerage before any 
widespread epidemic appears. The sewer- 
age question is the most important ono be- 
fore the city to-day. Other schemes, such as 
street improvements, or new public build- 
ings, can wait without endangering the 
health of the citizens, but there is danger 
in every year’s delay in having tho city 
properly sewered. Some plan ought to 
lie definitely decided upon this winter, so 
that work could be begun next spring, as 
soon ns the ground is in fit condition. 

DAWK* Oil LOHGV 

A correspondent of the Medford Mercu- 
ry sends to that paper for publication the 
record of Senator Dawes, and it makes ex- 
cellent reading. The correspondent intro- 
duces it by saying: 

••It remains to be seen whether a faithful 
official whose thirty years’ work in Con- 
gress is a conspicuous part of our country's 
hi tory, and whose faculties are matured, 
not impaired, by age, shall be superseded 
by one whose fewer years make bis haste 
for promotion all the more unseemly. 
When a change shall be desirable, let it. lie 
iu favor of some one of positive convic- 
tions. such as George I).

Its graduates enter tho colloges 
with case, nnd somo with honors. Tho 
work of the school moves on with tho mini- 
mum of friction, and in general tho order 
and devotion to study arc well nigh all 
that could be asked. 


The possibility that free mail delivery 
may be established in Newton may not provo 
such a blessing if it should apply to 
tho whole city.

Residents on Clinton street, Ward 2, petitioned 
to have the street nceeptcd as a public highway. 

The petition of I). F. Doherty to have a hack 
and express stand appointed in Ncwtonvillc was 
referred to the police department. 

The petitions ol I). N. B. Coffin, Pelham street, 
E. W. B. Huff, Park street, nnd John Joyce, 
Pearl street, for sidewalks , were favorably repor- 
ted. nnd the sidewalks ordered. 

The Highway eoinmitteo reported thnt wotk had 
been completed in answer to petitions for drainage 
on Mt. Vernon and Allston streets, Murray street 
nnd Tremont street. 

The petition of Geo. P. Clark for permission to 
construct a stable on Eddy street was referred to 
the committee on licenses. 

The petitions for sidewalks on Otis, Bowdoin, 
Winchester, Watertown. Sumner and Arlington 
streets were referred to the next city government. 
The same reference was made of ]>ctitions for 
drainage on Wondlnnd nvnnuo, Boacoh, Boyd nnd 
Charles streets and Iivdc brook. Also of peti- 
tions for change of grade and repairs on Pembroke 
and Sumner streets, Chapel bridge on Watertown 
nnd California streets, Beacon, Lexington, Wal- 
nut, Hancock, Lincoln nnd Grafton streets, Gibbs 
street at topof hill, and Central avenue. Also pe- 
titions for acceptance of Claremont, Prospect nnd 
Eddy streets and Park avenue. Also petitions for 
widenings nnd improvements on Jefferson, Califor- 
nia, Murray, Parker, Dcdhnm, Pearl, Boylston, 
Lexington, River nnd Beach streets, and Institu- 
tion avenue bridge. The retaining wall at Crystal 
lake was reported repnired. The city engineer 
was directed to assist the property owners in mak- 
ing plans for a boulevard in Ward 4. Fayette 
Shaw gave notice that he withdrew his name from 
petition for widening Bowers street. The petition- 
ers for the laying out as public streets of Sullivan 
lane, Park place, Derby nnd Spruce streets were 
given leave to withdraw, but on the motion of 
Alderman Grunt, Spruce street was referred to the 
next city government. An order was passed 
changing the name of School street, from Pearl to 
Washington, to Thornton street. Resolutions in 
regard to the laying of sidewalks on Pcllmni, Park, 
Elimvood, Pearl and Paul streets were passed, and 
the highway committee’s business for the year was 
finished. 

RECOUNTING tiie votes. 

The recounting of the votes for alderman from 
Ward Two was begun at 8 o’clock, and continued 
with sonic interruptions until midnight. Mr. E. 
II. Pierce represented Mr. A. R. Mitchell, and Al- 
derman Grant represented himself. The recount 
furnished plenty of excitement as first one candi- 
date gained, and then the other, but Ward 7 deci- 
ded it, as the return gave Mr. Grant two more 
votes than Mr. Mitchell. The bogus Citizen’s 
tickets, which wore an imitation of the real 
ones, save that they bore Mr. Grant’s name in- 
stead of Mr. Mitchell’s, and were certified to he 
“Regular Citizen’s Tickets,’’ without any qualifi- 
cations, caused some surprise, as there were be- 
tween one aud two hundred of them, nnd the pre- 
sumption was that most of those who voted them 
believed they were voting for Mr. Mitchell. 

The boxes were re-sealed as fast as counted, 
and there being a demand for another recount of 
Ward 1, a discussion was raised whether the city 
clerk had power to btenk the seals a second time. 
Mr. Pierce contended that the count was still iu 
progress. Mr. E. O. Childs said that it had been 
done when lie was city clerk and Messrs. Robin- 
son and Morse were candidates for the legislature ; 
all the boxes were re-opened and again counted, 
lie doubted whether the election officers in Ward 
One had made any mistake. Mr. Powers favored 
a re-opening of the boxes, aud caused a inngh by 
suggesting that Mr. Childs ought to know about 
Ward One as he was reported to have hud tin? ex- 
act figures down iu his hook when the polls (dosed. 
He did not think tho two gentlemen would find 
their seats iu the hoard as valuable us they 
thought, hut they ought to he given every oppor- 
tunity of satisfying themselves as to which one re- 
ceived the most votes. Mayor Kimball decided 
that the hoard had a right to re-open the boxes, 
and accordingly the votes from Wards 1, 3 nnd 4 
were recounted again without changing the result. 
The recount showed that Mr. Grant guiued 1, and 
Mr. Mitchell lost I iu Ward I; Mr. Grant lost 
1 in Ward 2; Mr. Grunt gained 1 aud 
Mr. Mitchell lost 1, in Ward 3; the same thing 
was found in Ward 4; Mr. Mitchell gained 1 in 
Ward o; Mr. Grant lost 1 and Mr. Mitchell 
gained 1 in Ward fi ; and Mr. Grant gained 3 and 
Mr. Mitchell lost 3 in Ward 7. If all were coun- 
ted, ibis gave Mr. Grant a majority of 2. 

After the counting was closed, Mr. Pierce 
thanked the hoard iu behalf of his client, who was 
satisfied that all was done fairly, and that the 
hoard had exorcised all the courtesy and diligence 
lie could ask. lie had oue point to advance, how- 
ever, which was that the statute provided that the 
ballot should state for what office the candidate 


Alderman Powers ran no longer be re- 
garded as a politician. Tlio result of tho 
city olootion took him out of municipal 
politics, and his declination of a position 
on Gov. AmoR's staff separates him from 
St*to politics. Ilis friends regret his ac- 
tion, as the city election only proved that 
partisan politics is not popular in Nowton, 
and that tho voters have such confidence 
in Mayor Kimball that they prefer him to 
5U1 > candidate. Wo understand, how- 
ever, that Mr. Powers has morcly carried 
out n plan lie had boon contemplating for 
somo time, to devote himself entirely to 
the practice of his profession for tho next 
dozen years or so, as tho success that 
awaits him thoro is of a solid and enduring 
character. Tho correspondence botwoen 
Mr. Powers and Gov. Ames is of such an 
interesting character that wo have pre- 
vailed upon Mr. Powers to allow it to bo 
published. It might bo added that consid- 
erable pressure was used by Gov. Ames, to 
induce Mr. Powers to withdraw his resig- 
nation.

No one appeared on the hea rings on Bea- 
con street and Grant avenue, Wiswall street 
and Melrose street, and the hearings wore 
declared closed. 

Tho council thou adjourned to Friday 
o veiling, Dec. 3 1st. 

no Auu ov aldermen. 

The board of aldermen met Monday 
evening, bis honor, Mayor Kimball, iu tho 
chair. Aldermen Grant, Nickerson, Fiske, 
Pettee, Mason and Powers wore present. 
Tho reading of tho minutes of tho last 
meeting was dispensed with. 

The petitions of 10 legally qualified voters 
from eacli ward were read, asking for a re- 
count of the votes for alderman from Ward 
Two, tho contestants ordered notified, 
and 8 o’clock sot for a hearing.

Lnsell Notes. 

Mrs. Lincoln prepared on Monday a beef stew 
with dumplings. “This is a dish,” said she,” 
“which can he excellent or very poor indeed.” 
The former adjective describes the stew we tasted 
on Monday. It was by cutting tliemcnt previous- 
ly cooked,’ into small pieces and browning it in the 
stew-pan, with one turnip, two onions, and hnlf n 
small carrot, all cut small. Then all was covered 
with boiling water and simmered for two hours. 
Six small potatoes were par-boiled, to tukc out the 
acrid taste, and put in the kettle hnlf an hour be- 
fore the stew wns served. Tlio diitnplings, 
made of one pint of flour, half n tcaspoonful of 
salt, the same of soda and one teaspoonful of 
cream tartar, were added at tho last and boiled or 
rather steamed on the top of the stew, for exactly 
ten minutes, during which time the coyer must not 
be raised. Short cakes are made by the same rule 
ns thqse dumplings with the addition of a quarter 
of a cup of melted butter. Scalloped meat was 
prepared with layers of meat and cracker crumbs 
in melted buttar,* with macaroni and half a cun of 
tomato. Brown gravy was made by browning 
butter with chopped onion and stirring the flour 
into it, then adding boiling water. The old method 
in many books of burning flour in the spider or the 
oven is not nearly so good, since it dries the 
starch so that it will not thicken the gravy. There 
were more housekeepers present than at any form- 
er lecture. The next one on Monday, Dec. 20, 
will he on clear soup, egg halls, baked* fish, Hol- 
lundaise sauce, caramel custard, celery salad , 
boiled dressing.

Mr. .James Cutler gave a little 
talk upon the Reformation, and the Roll- 
call was answered by giving some interest- 
ing facts about England. Dec. 27, finish 
the study of English history; Milton’s son- 
net upon his blindness; a paper upon the 
history of England as connected with the 
American colonies, and Roll-call answered 
hy quotations from English history.

Tho Club mot. in tho parlors of tho West 
Newton Congregational Church on Monday 
evening. President Hyde in tho chair. Pre- 
vious to tho business meeting, caterer Pax- 
ton served supper and about sixty-five per- 
sons sat. down to the tabic. Upon assem- 
bling in the parlors, tho chair called to 
order and the records of the last meeting 
were read and approved. 

Tho nominating committee presented a 
long list of new members, and after a 
suspension of the rules they were unani- 
mously elected. They comprised 8 mem- 
bers of the First Church, Newton Centre; 

10 from Eliot church; 17 from the Second | 
church, West Newton; 4 from Auburudalc;

P. Davis. 

Tho topic for discussion was opened hy 
Hon. J. F. C. llvde. who said: This is to 
be a freo and full discussion of the subject, 
“How can this club be best utilized to the 
growth and efficiency of our churches?” It 
seems pertinent for ine to refer briefly to 
some of the reasons which have led to the 
formation of this society. Many of us have 
been members of the Boston Congregation- 
al Club since its formation, and while wo 
would not wish to detract from the useful- 
ness of the parent organization, yet we 
felt there existed a need for a club in this 
community of a different nature and pur- 
pose. We have seven Congregational 
churches in our city, and they are as much 
isolated as though located in separate 
towns. Until the advent of tho Circuit 
railroad, we have been unable to meet to- 
gether very frequently. N<«w we are in 
possession of the means necessary to bring 
together the workers in the several church- 
es and unite in bringing forth such thought 
and action as shall tend to promote tho 
spiritual growth and Christian activity in 
the several Congregational churches. Why 
do we need a club? It is the fashion now 
to form clubs, from the toboggan up to the 
congregational organization. We have 
been asked why we did not embrace in our I 
membership all denominations and church 
societies. The matter was iliscusecd here 
and it was deemed wise to confine it for 
the present to the members of tho Newton 
Congregational churches. It is intention- 
ally a denominational club, and its purpose 
is to discuss matters in connection with 
the advancement of our Congregational 
churches. The condition of tho times has 
done much towards drawing away from 
our churches the business men. They 
have too little time to attend to their so- 
cial and religious duties. The spirit of 
business seems to dwarf their better sensi- 
bilities. It is hoped that this club will 
help these business men spiritually. It 
seems to me, if we use this club rightly, 
that we shall doriyo great spiritual benefit. 
Matters of vital interest will be discussed j 
in a broad way, tho best methods adopted I 
and a renewed interest awakened. We i 
must put our standard high and maintain 1 
it there, and let this meeting l>e an index 
of our future usefulness iu the promotion j 
of the good work. I sincerely hopo the • 
nominating committee will see the impor- 
tance of keeping the club in the hands of 
the active members of our churches. We 
cannot convene together simply for a good I 
time. Tho good time lor us must be iu 
the discussion and adoption of such meas- 
ures as shall tend to promote tho spiritual j 
welfare of our churches, and advance ; 
Christianity nmqjig our people. 

Rev. II. J. Patrick said: It was here the 
child was born, and tho honor of the birth- 
place will be of great value to us iu the 
future. We gladly welcome you here and I 
thank you for the pleasant aroma you leave j 
behind you. Already we have here in 
West Newton felt your instrumentality in i 
the promotion of the good work. It struck 
me that the word club lias not a very pious i 
sound, but wo must rescue it from its : 
poorer associations and raise it to a higher I 
standard of usefulness.

Wo want you to tell us how to reach tho 
young men and bring them within the 
ranks of the Christian workers. 

After Mr. Patrick’s remarks, all united 
in singing the hymn, “Blest be tho tie that 
binds.” Further remarks were made by 
Rev. Dr. Calkins, Dea. Harwood, Rev. Cal 
vin Cutler, Mr. C. W. Robinson, Rev. Mr. 

Cooljdge, and 
Mr. IV. F. Slocum.

Barret became the director. lie was in 
t 'barge at the time of hisdeatli. Dishonor- 
able spirit ami his many noble naiu of 
character greatly endeared his irumlsuud 


pupils to him, and his departure will be 
Very sincerely mourned.

Newton Cottage Hospital. 

The quarterly meeting of the Board of 
Trustees was held at the Hospital Monday 
afternoon, Dec. 20th. Sixteen members 
were present. 

The Treasurer’s report showed a balance 
on hand to credit of building fund of 
$418.78, and to tho credit of current ex- 
pense account of $1388.00. Twenty-five 
churches had contributed on Hospital Sun- 
day $1485.42. 

The finance committee reported the re- 
ceipt of $300 each from the U, A A. Rail- 
road Company, and the Crystal Lake Manu- 
facturing Company. Also that they had in- 
vested the Margaret Leeson fund in a bond 

E ayiug 5 per cent interest. $2038.14 had 
ecu donated to liquidate the indebtedness 
on the building. The committee expressed 
thanks for the kind and helpful assistance 
rendered by Rev. Messrs. Holmes. Cutler, 
and Jaynes in arranging for Hospital Sun- 
day. 

The Executive Committee urged the 
necessity of further accommodation fur 
female patients who pay for private rooms. 
The only practical way seemed to he to 
complete the original plan of the building, 
thus providing a proper female ward on 
the lower tloor. and permitting the room 
now used as such, to he divided into private 
rooms. The committee expressed their 
satisfaction with Die work of the matron 
and other members of tbe working force of 
the Hospital, and congratulated the Board 
on the harmony which prevails in the 
Medical Board and the $taft in attendance. 

The matron repot ted the present number 
of patients as ten; total number from June 
1.2th to Dec. ISth, 30; average time of stay- 
18 5-10 days. Number of deaths 3. 
Amount received from patients, including 
amount received from the city $304.06. 

The Building Committee reported that 
they had built the horse sheds as instructed 
by the trustees, but the construction of an 
outside laundry as authorized, had not yet 
been commenced. 

Dr. Shinn reported for the committee on 
resolutions in memory of Miss Crain, a 
memorial minute, as follows: 

MINUTE IN MKMOIHAM. 

One of the Incidental advantages of our 
Hospital movement has been that of form- 
ing the acquaintance of persons in different 
parts of the city, who for one reason and 
another have felt peculiar interest in and 
sympathy for “all those who in thi* transi- 
tory life are in trouble, sorrow, need, sick- 
ness, or any other adversity.’ Among the 
first to respond to the proposal to establish 
here an institution for the treatment of the 
disabled and the siek, wa» Miss Sarah 
Crain. She entered so heartily into the 
movement, and enjoyed so thoroughly’ the 
preliminary labors, that it was evident 
to all that some measure of the kindly* pity 
for all sufferers, which characterized the 
Master, had entered into her souhand that in 
ministering unto others she realized that 
she was ministering unto Him. It is a 
matter ot deep regret to us, ln r associates, 
that she did but live long cuough to see 
here the consummation of her wishes and 
ours, namely, a building erected, equipped 
and paid for; a well organized Hospital 
system daily growing in favor in the com- 
munity, and daily bestowing benefits upon 
those who are brought under its shelter. 
But although she did not linger among us, 
to see the success of what she helped to 
plan, we gratefully’ acknowledge the assist- 
ance she provided* in so many ways, and 
we shall always associate with the Hospit- 
al tko memory of Sarah Crain, 
its first and truest friends. 

A Committee was appointed to prepare 
the Annual Report of the 'Fluster* to the 
Corporation.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 


Ttir. RECOUNT OF TUT VOTES FJR ALPEKMAN 
FROM WAHI) TWO : 

The hoard of aldermen met Monday night, his 
honor, Mayor Kimball presiding, ami Aldermen 
Mason, Grant, l’etteo, Nickerson, Fisko and 
rowers being present. The first part of the meet- 
ing was n continuation of the session of the last 
Tuesday previous, in rtjgard to the recount of the 
votes for alderman from Ward Two. Mayor Kim- 
ball rend the following letter Irom the City Solici- 
tor Slocum : 

To the honorable Mayor and Aldermen of the 

city of Newton. 

Gentlemen, I have received from the eitv clerk 
a communication stating that my opinion as eitv 
solicitor was requested bv your board 
as to certain ballots cast at the Jast mu- 
nicipal election for an alderman from Ward Two. 

The follmving are substantially the. facts as 
stated : petitions have been dnlv filed in all the 
wards for a recount of the ballots for the alderman 
from ward 2 ; upon such recount by your board, it 
was found that the ballots in question, as far as re- 
lates to the vote for aldermen, were in this form , 
under the words, “for aldermen” were the names 
of the candidates, and against such names in the 
order of the number of the wards, was the number 
of the ward of each candidate. Upon these bal- 
lots, a sticker having the words “for Aldermen 
Benjamin J?. Grant” had been placed between the 
worm “Ward 1” and “3,” and over the word “2, 
Austin It. Mitchell.” 

The question submitted is whether such ballots 
may be legally counted for Benjamin S. tirnnt for 
Alderman from Ward Two, it being claimed that 
the office is not clearly indicated in accordance 
with the statutes of 1884, Chap. 299, Sect. 21. 

In ray opinion such ballots may legally he count- 
ed for Bcnj. S. Grant. 

The charter of the city provides (sect. B) that 
“There shall he elected by* ballot, from the inhabi- 
tants of the city, the following officers, by the 
voters at large : A mayor, one nldermnn from 
each wartl,” etc. By this section of the charter, 
the office is aldermen, and the provision is made 
that one alderman shall lie from each ward, but 
the number of the ward is not a part of the title 
of the office. It follows that the words “for al- 
derman” upon the ballot in question, sufficiently 
•designates the office, as required by tho statutes ol* 
1884 referred to. 

It is a well settled rule of law that ballots arc to 
bo so construed ns to give ctfect to the intention 
of the voter, if possible, and technical accuracy is 
never required. 

Upon the ballot in question, in my opinion, the 
intention (dearly appears that the votes should he 
for Bcnj. S. Grant, for the nldermnn from Ward 2, 
and by so counting them, the intention of the 
voters will have effect.

Mr. E. II. Pierce then spoke at some length, and 
said that after conferring with Mr. Mitchell, he 
found that he would he unwilling to accept. any 
office that came to him by a technicality. This 
was his own feeling also, and he did not think the 
people of the city would submit quietly to the as- 
sumption of an office by a man who got it contrary 
to the intention of a majority of the voters. He 
said that according to the City Solicitor, the prac- 
tice of the mayor in calling a member of the 
board ol Aldermen from a specified ward, and of 
the city clerk, in putting iu a certificate the state- 
ment that u man bud been elected alderman from 
a certain ward, was superfluous. There might be 
some surprise that such yvhs the cu-*c, hut it was 
well to have such an important matter well under- 
stood. lie had another matter to suggest, nud 
would do it not as a personal request, but at the 
request of a large number of the voters of the 
city. It was a fact that a large number of ballots 
had been counted, under circumstances that to 
say the least were not conducive to correctness. 
There yvus a good deal of noise in the room, the 
counters were surrounded by persons who were 
talking, and there was a difference of only one or 
two votes in a total of 2248. There had been no 
•attempt to find out whether some stickers had 
not fallen off. and the boxes had not been shaken. 
Experts in Boston whom he had consulted had 
testified that the chances of mistakes iu such a 
count were very large. He bore witness to the 
fact that the board had performed a long nud 
tedious task with diligcucc and courtesy. There 
was some reason for a request for another recount 
under more favorable conditions, when the coun- 
ters would not have their ntteutiou distracted by 
noise or conversation. If there was one cliuuce 
iu a hundred of a mistake iu the recount, it was 
uot asking too much to request that the votes he 

• counted again. The thing had been done in 
Lowell, and a large body of citizens would he 
better satisfied if the matter was put beyond the 
,|)os»ibility of a mistako. 

Aldermen Powers said he had no personal inter- 
est iu the matter, but it would be a mistake for the 
h lard to goon record with auv suspicion of not 
having done its full duty. Is would be better to 
have a subcommittee take charge of the ballots, 
and count thorn in the daytime, and he would 
m >vo that Aldenuau Muson, Pottee and Nickerson 
lie appointed as a committee to make the recount 
and report at a future meeting. 

Alderman Grant hoped that motion would not 
pu-s. Ho desired tint the aldermen us aboard 
should make the count, with the exception of the 
alderman from Ward Two. 

Aldormuii Powers withdrew the motion, mid 
presented an amended one, which passed, that tho 
entire, hoard make the recount, with the exception 
ot Mr. Grant, and the time appointed was Wednes- 
day evening at 0.80. 

STREET HEARINGS. 

The hearings on the laying out of Circuit avenue 
from Bovlstou to Eliot streets then came up, and 
-as no one appeared the hearing was closed. 

At the hearing on the extension of Bennington 
street some 895 feet, and its acceptance by the 

• eitv, Judge Park appeared in behalf of his wife, 
who owns a lot on the street, and suid that the 
grade adopted had been « great injury to the lot, 
us it had made cutrunce to it from Bennington 
street impossible, ami also had taken three feet 
from it for tho embankment. When the other por- 
tion of the street hud been laid out, a point of 
Ian 1 hud been taken from bis wile’s lot, and in re- 
turn she had been given the right to use two wells 
nearly on the summit of Mount Jdu, from which 
pipes were laid to his house, ami it was supplied 
■with water. If the street was to be accepted as u 
public way, bo desired that the light to dig up 
the street ’to repair tho pipes should he incorporat- 
ed iu the order. If that was done he suw no ob- 
jection to the laying out of the street. A promise 
tv a- made to that effect ami the hearing closed. 

The laying out of Crescent street from i'uvon 
to California street then came up. Mr. W. M. 
Jones appeared iu behalf of liis father, who owned 
a lot on tin: corner of (Tesceut and California 
ativets, and by the survey that was made, 15 lect 
or I-ltli of tiie entire width of the lot was taken 
from it, which would he u material injury to the 
lot. If thii matter was remedied ho had no ob- 
jection to the laying out of the street. It was in 
In l condition, and hud been for three or four 
ye if i, since it hud bcou used by teams going to 
ami from the gruvcl pit. The heuriug wus theu 
Closed. 

The laving out of River street front Wulthuiu to 
(.’berry theu came up, and it was slated that no 
damage had been uiked for or usse-iud. Mr. C. 
L. White appeared to remoustrutc against the 
la\ tut, which took oil’ a large »liec front the front 
of .iis lot, c i i sing u losi of some line shade trees 
.in shrubbery, and would lie a great damage to 
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Manning appeared to remonstrate, stating that 
the layout took off the bc-t part of his lot on the 
corner of Watertown and Faxon streets. 'Hits 
closed the Street Committee hearings. 

A NRWTONV1LLB MATTER. 

A It caring on tho petition of Henry F. 
Ross to pat a 40 horse power holler and en- 
gine into a brick factory to ho constructed 
on the Bailey land, near Newtonville 
square, then came up, much to tho relief 
of a large number of residents of Newton- 
ville. who catne to remonstrate turning 
both the hoiler and engine and the building 
itself. Mr. J. t\ Ivy appeared for the re- 
monstrants and said that a largo number 
were present and desired to bo beard on 
the question, whether the Mayor and 
board of aldermen would permit the erec- 
tion of the building, a petition for which, 
he understood, was in the hands of the 
committee on license. lie asked for the 
status of tho petition. Alderman Fiskc 
stared that it was still in the hands of the 
committee. Mr. Ivy, continuing, said that 
ho might as well raise the question as to 
the power of the hoard in the matter, and 
on which lie would like to have the opinion 
of the city solicitor. Ho did not under- 
stand that the board of aldermen had any 
right to grant a permit for tho erection 
of a building of any kind. Tho statutes 
provide that cities and towns tuny by or- 
dinance prescribe rules for tho construc- 
tion of buildings, for their protection from 
tire ami for other purposes, and such ordi- 
nances might he made operative in part or 
in whole. It was also provided that if any 
ono violate such ordinance, in the con- 
struction of buildings, the supreme court 
might enjoin them. The point was that 
tho legislature had vested in the city gov- 
ernment the power to pass ordinances in 
regard to the erection of buildings; but it 
was not in the power of the city council to 
delegate any of the powers so granted to 
one branch. This he understood to he tho 
law, and if the board of aldermen should 
decide to grant the petition, tho remon- 
strants would bo driven to^ seek a remedy 
in other ways. In somo supreme court deci- 
sions, quoted by Mr. Ivy, it was decided 
that a board ot aldermen had no right to 
delegate the power vested in the mayor and 
aldermen, to the mayor alone, 'rite legis- 
lature had clothed the city government of 
Newton with power to pass ordinances in 
regard to buildings, but the city govern- 
ment had no power to subdivide and dele- 
gate the power vested in the mayor, the 
board of aldermen, and the common coun- 
cil, to the aldermen alone. 

Alderman Mason thought the position 
was well taken, and if correct, ordinances 
pressed by the board of aldermen would be 
of no elTcet. 

Mr. Ivy said he had coi.sultcd with the 
city solicitor of Boston, and he had agreed 
with him in his view of the case, and lie 
thought the aldermen had no power in the 
matter, and that a man who wished to 
build could go ahead were he refused a 
permit. After the preliminary legal dis- 
cussion. Alderman Fiskc moved that the 
hoard take up the petition to erect a build- 
ing. as well as the engine petition, and tho 
motion passed. 

Mr. Ivy said that granting that the alder- 
men had the power, they could not refuse 
to grant a permit unless it was shown that 
tho building would endanger other proper- 
ty in case of tire, or would prove a nui- 
sance to the residents in the vicinity. Tho 
remonstrant*; objected to t lie proposedbuiid- 
ing cm tho grounds that it would increase 
the lire risk on all property in the vicinity, 
as a planing mill or saw mill was always 
considered extra hazardous by insurance 
men, and such a mill would make all the 
houses in the vicinity less desirable. A 
planing mill caused noise, dust, dirt and 
discomfort when it was near residences. 
This part of Newtonville was one of the 
best portions of the city; it was devoted to 
residences owned by the occupants, who 
had done much to improve tho neighbor- 
hood, and recently a largo sum had been 
spent in enlarging and improving the 
square. Such a building would depreciate 
all the property around it, and the owners 
protest against it. He then road a list of 
remonstrants, which included the names of 
R. M. Pulsifer, 31 rs. Dennison, the heirs of 
the Dennison estate, and probably every 
property owner in the vicinity, 

Mr. Ross ridiculed tho remonstrance, 
and said it was the usual crowd who al- 
ways signod a petition in Newtonville for 
or against anything. They would sign a 
petition in favor of a snow storm, if it was 
presented to thorn. It was the regular Ward 
2 check list. 

Mr .J. (’. Lennox said that his name did 
not npyearon tho Ward Two check list, as 
lie was not a resident, but lie had bought 
two of tho Bailey lots with the intention of 
becoming a resident. His lots were oppo- 
site those owned by Mr. Ross and 
the condition of tho sale was that 
the blacksmith shop now on the property 
should be removed, it the planing mill 
was built his lots would ho unsuitable fora 
dwelling house and he appeared sis a bona 
fide remonstrant. 

Mr. Ross said that lie had told Mr. Len- 
nox before the sale of his jutentioii. 

Mr. Lennox denied this,' ami said that he 
had no talk with Mr. Ross until after the 
sale. He then told hint that lie hstd bid the 
lots in to save them for tho village. 

Another gentleman whose name wus not 
given said that lie had bought the lot be- 
low those owned by Mr. Ross, intending to 
build and make his home there, but he 
would not feel like doing so if he was to 
have a saw and planing mill next door. 

Major A. A. Ranlett said that seven 
years ago lie bought the lirst house put up 
on Walnut street, in that vicinity, of Mr. 
Boss, and iu his deed was a stipulation that 
no cheap tenements or objectionable build- 
ings should he put up on the Vuse land. 
He had just paid ait assessment to improve 
the property around the square and if the 
building was put up it would damage bis 
house to between $r>00 and $1,000. Mr. 
Ross had appeared before the board not so 
very long ago for the purpose of induring 
the city to contribute to tho improvement 
of the square and now he was going to put 
up what would prove a standing nuisance 
to every family in tho vicinity. The resi- 
dents there ought to he protected; they 
all or nearly all own their homes and in- 
tend to stay and tho aldermen, he thought, 
would not let thorn be afflicted by sucli a 
nuisance. 

Mr. <;.c. Littlefield said that tiro build- 
ing would bo within 15 or 20 foot of his 
barn, and within (Ml feet of his house, and 
would depreciate the value of his place very 
much. The residents there were unani- 
mous against the erection of (lie building, 
ami their protest was not a mure matter of 
form. 

Mr. It. Griswold said that tho feeling in 
New louville was decidedly against any sucli 
building being put up. It ought not to be 
built in the centre of the ward, and there 
were plenty of locations where it would 
not be objectionable, ami would be just as 
convenient. 

Mr. A. II. Adams suid lie was glad to liud 


f=o many respectable names on tho list, and 
that the people had banded together for 
their own protection. Ho did not wish to 
interfere with any man so long as he did 
not injure other people, hut tho case had 
been put nono too strongly. It would bo 
a standing nuisance to every resident, and 
ho could see no possible object in putting 
it there. There was not in all Nowtonvillo 
a more objectionable place for such a fac- 
tory. lie should think a man would have 
some regard for the feeling of his neigh- 
bors. People went to live in Newtonville 
t<* have a quiet home, and for a man to 
propose putting such a continual nuisance 
in Mich a quarter was carrying private in- 
terests a little too far. 

Mr. J. R. Bailey presented tho remon- 
strance of the Hailey heirs, oil tho ground 
that the building would damage their prop- 
erty, ho dangerous, and bo a continual dis- 
turbance. At the auction, he said that no 
one did more to heat dow n tho price of the 
land than Mr. Ross. At that time ho said 
lie bought the lots to improve tho square. 
Mr. Ross had appeared before the city gov- 
ernment to complain of tho old building as 
a nuisance, and had complained of the black- 
smith shop now there. But he proposes to 
have not only a planing and saw mill, hut a 
blacksmith shop in tho basement of his 
building. 

Mr. Ross said if all tho remonstrants had 
had their say ho would add a few words. 
The land had been sold under no restric- 
tions. lie had bought the land to use for 
mechanical purposes, and proposed to put 
in a small engine and boiler to use in con- 
nection with liis business. Ho had been 
looking for a suitable place for such a 
building for Id years. The testimony of 
the remonstrants ought not to count, as 
you can always find remonstrants against 
anything. Nono of the neighbors but Mr. 
Littleiiold would be injured, and lie was 
rather sorry for liim, as his placo would be 
injured some. 

Mr. Ivy asked Mr. Ross if lie bad not 
made an unsuccessful attempt to buy the 
Granor estate, before deciding to put up 
the building. Mr. Ross refused to answer 
tho question. 

This estate lies between the Bailey land 
and Lowell street, and if the street to run 
through the Bailey land was continued 
through this estate it would bring many 
desirable lots into the market. The owii- 
ers hold it at a very high price, however. 

Mr. Ivy said he had one further sugges- 
tion to make, and that was, the hoard must 
decide w hether they would vote to carry 
out the policy so far pursued here, to make 
the city a desirable place for homes, or 
whether they would vote to turn it into a 
manufacturing city. There are plenty of 
sites suitable for such a building, just as 
convenient as this one. A planing mill in 
such a placo would ho an unbearable nuis- 
ance to all tho residents in the vicinity. 
There w as ono in Ward 1 which was a pub- 
lic nuisance in its location, and ought to he 
torn down. Tho board of health would 
have the power to condemn such a place as 
a nuisance, and the putting up of such a 
building would be enjoined by the supreme 
court. 

Alderman Grant asked if there would be 
any objection to the building if no engine 
and boiler were put in. Mr. Ivy thought 
there would be, as a carpenter shop in such 
a location would be a fire-trap. 

Capt. John Chisholm said ho had signed 
tho remonstrance iu good faith. lie had 
made his home in Newtonville, as he want- 
ed a quiet placo with pleasant surround- 
ings, 1 ut if such a building was put up By 
the side of liis house, Newtonville would 
lose its attractions for him. 

The hearing was then closed. 

OTUER MATTERS* 

Mayor Kimball announced that the Electric 
Light Co. hud withdrawn their poles from Ham- 
mond street, iu response to u remonstrance from 
residents. 

A number of Hindi hills were presented and ap- 
proved. 

Alderman Grant from the committee on ordi- 
nances, reported in regard to the ordinance for the 
regulation of street railways. He said the com- 
mittee had been able to find iu uo city ordinances 
that it would he desirable to follow. Xu Boston 
the street railway companies appeared to he inde- 
pendent of the city. The committee recommended 
an amendment of the ordinuuce relating to street 
railways, by inserting a provision that no company 
shall receive a location until a plan was filed, and 
an agreement made to use a form of rail and lav 
the rails ns the committee ou Highways shall di- 
rect, und shall at their own expense change loca- 
tion, grade and paving, as tlicv are directed. 

The ordinance was passed to lie enrolled. 

The ordinance relating to the police department 
was amended, so ns In provide for a captain. 

An order was passed for tho laying out and ac- 
ceptance of Irving street and Crescent avenue. 

An eider was passed at the request of the 
school hoard, transferring $2, 009 from the appro- 
priation for school incidentals, to the general ap- 
propriation for schools. 

Notices of intention to build were received from 
Samuel Rush of Myrtle street Ward 8, Mary I. 
Ryan, Anhiirndule avenue, and Wm. Pettigrew, 
Central street, War 4: 

The claims committee reported an order for 
giving Aurasn Crufts a quit claim deed to the 
school house lot in Newton Highlands. 

The claims committee reported given E. II. 
Brown, Andrew Peters, Eugene Sullivan and 
dohu Coition leave to withdraw. 

A report was also made that Robert Wilkinson, 
Mrs. M. A. Parks, Martha A. Saunders and J nines 
Stibev had released their claims against the city. 

A petition for street lamps in Cold Spring city 
was received front Matthew Connors.

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THE NEW HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 


[From the December High School Rcvietv.] 

The first section of the long looked for high school build- 
ing is begun in the rear of tl»c present structure. No one can 
form much of an idea of tho appearance of the entire building, 
from the part already built. This first section is about one-tliird 
of tho contemplated building, and will be finished ready for oc- 
cupation by August, 1*8S7. It has not yet been decided 
when the second section will be built, and as for tho 
third and last, that is now somewhere in tho dim future. The 
structure when finished, will stand a little nearer Walnut street, 
than tho present one. The materials are medium quality faced 
brick, with stone trimmings. 

Possibly a littlo explanation will make tho plans on tho oppo- 
site page clearer to our readers. The entrance for girls is on the 
north side of the building near the front; that for the boys on tho 
opposite side near the roar of the building. Besides these two en- 
trances there is one at tho fronton Walnut street end, for the teach- 
ers and visitors, and another at the rear. A long corridor running 
the whole length of the building connects the two last mentioned 
entrances, and the others lead into it. The doors do not open 
directly into the corridor, but into a vestibule, from which the 
corridor is reached by a short flight of stairs, and a second door. 
This arrangement will prevent any draughts of air in this part of 
the building. 

At each end of the building there is a wing containing two 
class rooms each. The seating capacity of each room will be 
about fifty. Every room is lighted by ten large windows. They 
are high studded and will be very cheerful. Opening out of 
these rooms, and also communicating with the corridor, are 
wardrobes for tho pupils. These are very convenient and will 
surely be highly appreciated by the scholars, who for so long 
have been obliged to hang their hats and outside garments in the 
corridor, armory, or some other unsuitable place. 

Tho first class room is in the main part of the building on the 
first floor. This is a square room lighted by twelve windows, and 
accommodating one hundred scholars. Opposite this room, on 
the other side of the corridor, is a room of equal size, to be used 
as a study and library. The booK-shelvcs are to extend entirely 
around tho room, rising to the height of the window sills. 
Thus there will be a convenient table for reference books all 


around the room. Opening out of this last mentioned room is 
the private office for tho head master. Besides these, there arc 
four recitation rooms. 

The arrangement'of the staircases to the second floor is very 
good. The girls, as well as the boys will have stairs to them- 
selves to go to and from recitation. The whole of flic first floor 
is for tho boys. Tho girls will have their wardrobes and toilet 
rooms on tho second floor. Thus the boys and girls will be 
separated at recess and before and after school hours. Tho 
classes will sit together, so that in sc hool hours the boys and 
girls will ho together. In tho basoment tho plans provide for a 
large calisthenie hall. 

This will be appreciated by the girls who have had to take 
this oxcrcise in a cramped and unsuitable a place as the first 
class room. The girls have gone ahead of the hoys this time, 
and no mistake, as there is no provision made for the accommo- 
dation of the battalion. 

On the second floor, as on the first, there are four class 
rooms. In the main part of the building there will be a large ex- 
hibition hall which will seat an audience of five hundred persons. 
The large platform or stage is approached from tho rear by two 
doors, and from the hall by steps. Tho entrance for spectators 
is by the corridor, tho doors of which open on either side of the 
hall. The room will be two stories in bight. The members of 
the lyceum would like a hall like this for lyceum meetings this 
year. 

Behind this hall, and separated from it by a corridor, is the 
committee room. All these rooms have fire-places. They will bo 
a groat ornament to the rooms, and also of great use. There 
arc a great number of ventilating flues in every room. The 
whole building will be heated by steam by two large boilers. 

The third story at the west end of tho building will be de- 
voted entirely to the natural science department. There will be 
several rooms especially fitted for this branch of study. The 
third floor at the eastern end will be used for the drawing rooms 
of the art department. 

The building when finished, will be quite handsome, and an 
ornament to the city. It, will show off to advantage across the 
spaco formerly occupied by houses. It is intended to make this 
land into a lawn. 

The plans were made by the well-known architects, Allen and 
Konway, of 220 Devonshire street, Boston. Henry F. Boss of 
Newtonville,i« the builder.

Our City Solicitor ought to be u Philadel- 
phia lawyer, in order to unravel the legal 
tangle into which the board of aldermen 
have got themselves over the recount of 
the votes for alderman from Ward Two. 
The protest of the alderman from Ward 
Two against any more “boyish proceed- 
ings*’ was the first gleam of light that ap- 
peared on Wednesday night, and it is gen- 
erally thought that his position,— that the 
votes must he recounted, and the questions 
at issue determined within eight days after 
the election— is a sound one. The trouble 
is that the law is comparatively a now one, 
and there have been few decisions under it, 
to show its effect. A good many lawyers 
are of the opinion that the recounting of 
the votes after the eighth day was contra- 
ry to law, and that the ward returns will 
have to ho accepted as the legal ones. 

Nevertheless, the board has now finished 
its recount, arid determined the questions 
at issue by making a report, which was 
•duly accepted Wednesday night. The 
opinion of the city solicitor will lie looked 
for with a good deal of interest by the 
friends of both candidates. Fortunately 
the board refrained from declaring Mr. 
Grant elected, which was due to the conser- 
vatism of Alderman Powers. who explained 
that nothing could be gained by so doing, 
until they hoard from the city solicitor. 

During the recount of the ballots, which 
was silently watched by a number of spec- 
tators, it was found that the ballots, head- 
ed “Citizens’ Tickets,’’ but bearing the 
name of Mr. Grant instead of Mr. Mitchell, 
were cast as follows: 57 in Ward Two; 3 
in Ward Three; 5 in Ward Four; 7 in Ward 
Five; 111 in Ward Six; 4 in Ward Seven, and 
none in Ward One,— a total of 95. 

Mr. Henry F. Boss, who says that he had 
these tickets printed,, objects to having 
them characterized as counterfeit or forged 
—or even as bogus tickets, and says that 
he regards them as perfectly honest ones. 
He says they were not even imitations of 
the regular Citizens’ Ticket, as lie had 
them printed several days before, llis only 
reason for using them was that he could not 
get regular Citizens’ Tickets to paste. He 
headed them Citizens’ Ticktes because any 
citizen, according to his view of political 
rights and proper political methods, has a 
right to use that name, and lie did not put 
on them any qualification, because he ex- 
plained to every man *o whom ho gave a 
ticket, that they wero not regular tickets, 
and that they bore Mr. Grant’s name in 
place of Mr. Mitchell’s. lie also says lie 
gave the same orders to the men whom lie 
hired to peddle tickets in the various wards. 
Jle challenges any one to produce a voter 
who was deceived by these tickets, or who 
voted them while intending to vote a regu- 
lar Citizens’ ticket. 

We have given Mr. Boss's explanation at 
. some length, as he thinks he has a right to 
have his side of the case presented. Of 
course if no deceit was intended or practiced 
•with the tickets, although they may 
liavo been deceptive in their appearances, 
this explanation ought to be enough to re- 
lievo Mr. Uoss from the imputation of 
trickery in politics. 

MEri'EKAGU AGAIN. 

Those who are seeking light on the sew- 
erage question have been much interested 
the present week in the steps taken by 
Brockton and Framingham|in regard to this 
matter. In Brockton the board of alder- 
men on Monday night adopted the “irriga- 
tion” system, after a plan recommended by 
Engineer Phineas Ball of Worcester, who 
has been investigating the subject for the 
past live months. Land is to lie taken in 
in the town of Easton, its soil being espec- 
ially adapted for surface irrigation. The 
•estimated cost of laying force mains to this 
place, and the construction of a pumping 
station is *07.000; cost of preparing 100 
acres, including two miles of main carriers, 
*4.000, and the estimated annual cost of 
pumping 1,000,000 gallons per day is $2,000. 

To Newton people the cost of such a sys- 
tem of sewerage seems surprisingly small, 
and Brockton will ho fortunate if the esti- 
mates are not exceeded. Still the plan 
lias been drawn up by practical men, who 
vouch for its feasibility, and the results 
will be watched with interest by the great 
number of small inland cities, who lind the 
sewerage question the most perplexing one 
with which they have to deal. 

In Framingham, the selectmen liavo held 
another public hearing, but nothing was 
done and the hearing was adjourned for 
another week. The hearings have certainly 
served the purpose of arousing public sen- 
timent, and the last meeting was crowded 
with interested citizens, all apparently im- 
pressed with the importance of taking 
some decided action at once. The main 
plan proposed was one advanced by Dr. I.. 
B. Adams of Framingham Centre, who said 
he appeared both professionally and as a 
sanitary expert, lie favors a large open 
drain, by which he thinks tin* main danger 
from sewer gas will be avoided, by which 
tli.* sewage would be conducted to Nhcr- 
born, when it would be filtered through an 
open field of ten acres, and the water then 
purified would flow into the .Sudbury river. 
This system the doctor advocated heartily 
as being mine conducive to health than any 


other; as being wholly under the control 
of tlio town, and he did not think thj cost 
would be over $100,000. According to the 
reports of the meeting, many regarded the 
plan as objectionably and openly opposed it, 
while some favored a portion of it. It is 
certainly a novel one. and seems only 
adapted to a somewhat primitive region. 
The cost of the metropolitan system scorns 
to he one groat objection to it in Framing- 
ham, hut for towns and cities in this vicin- 
ity, many think it is the only feasible one. 

The sewerage question is ono that can 
not he solved in a hurry, and Brockton and 
Framingham have set Newton an example 
worthy of being followed. 


BI'II.DING PERMITS. 

It is to he hoped that the city govern- 
ment will now take some action in regard 
to building permits, and if the hoard of 
aldermen have no power to refuso a per- 
mit, as seems to he the caso from recent 
occurrences, that measures will be adopted 
to find out whether such power can ho ex- 
ercised by the council as a whole. In a 
city of residences such os Newton, it is in 
the highest degree necessary that objec- 
tionable buildings should not he allowed 
to be put up, to the injury of the neighbor- 
hood. In several cases during the year 
past, as in former years, the permits from 
the board of aldermen liavo been vegarded 
as a more formality and have been dis- 
pensed with. 

Mr. Ivy’s point made at the hearing on 
Mr. Boss’s petition beforo the board, may 
touch at the root of the difficulty, and it is 
certainly worth investigating. lie claims 
that the general statutes provide that cities 
and towns may by ordinance prescribe how 
buildings shall be constructed, for the pur- 
pose of protecting against fires, and of pro- 
tecting life. Under the statutes, cit es and 
towns are only authorized to prescribe by 
ordinance, and are not authorized to vest 
in any particular branch of their govern- 
ment tlio power to say whether a man 
shall or shall not put up a building of any 
definite character. A city or town can not 
delegate a power vested in it as a unit. 
This, in brief, is the position taken by Mr. 
Ivy. and the question is to be passed upon 
by the city solicitor. 

Certainly, if the city lias not the power 
to rcgulato the construction of buildings, 
it should scok power from the legislature 
at the earliest opportunity. A general or- 
dinance would he more just to tlio petition- 
ers than a special decision by the board in 
each particular case, as by the former all 
would he treated alike, and no injustice 
would he done, while the rights of the citi- 
zens would he protected. 


FOREFATHER'S WAY. 

The celebration of forefather’s day bv 
the Boston Congregational club brought 
together many notable men, and the speech- 
es were worthy of the occasion. One of 
the best of them was made by Prof. Heman 
Lincoln, who was introduced as “the most 
incisive of our theological teachers." He 
made something of a sensation, and proved 
that he favored tolerance and charity in 
religion, if he has little for those who do 
not keep strictly within the lines of the 
Republican party. lie congratulated the 
club on its apparently accumulating power, 
and spoke of tlio intolerance which bigotry 
and tyranny would meet to-day, if they 
showed themselves in acts of religiows 
partizans open to public criticism. 

By way of illustration ho said that soico 
years ago a celebrated Hungarian whose 
hands were red with the blood of innocent 
men, camo to this country and during Ms 
stay was feted by Archbishop Hughes of 
New York. Some politicians, said the 
speaker, tried to make him a social lion, 
hut one of your Congregational or Presby- 
terian clergymen, stopped the whole move- 
ment. Ho was in a large company one 
evening and when some of the fashionable 
sycophants came up to this clergyman 
leading this plump magnate, and said in a 
rather dignified tone, “I have the pleasure 
to introduce Mr. So and So,” the Protest- 
ant clergyman gathered himself up as if 
fearful of contamination and said, “I de- 
cline the honor.” (Applause.) Aucl the 
papers from tlio Atlantic to the Pacific ap- 
proved of the energy, if they had not of 
the courtesy, of the words, and the visitor 
found ic “convenient to return to Europe.” 
He also said that we had learned by the 
great law of historical development to 
trace back the principles and movements 
of today into the remote past, and we 
could trace the civil and religious roots of 
the Plymouth movement. Tlio religious 
root went back to Wurtemborg, and Martin 
Luther nailing tbo theses to the church door. 
The civil root went hack to Huiniyinode, 
where the noble English baron* wrested 
the Magna Charta from craven John. The 
club was to ho congratulated time it was so 
ready to take in good wherever it found it, 
even though it came from the Baptists, 
whom our forefathers found very trouble- 
some intruders. Professor Lincoln con- 
tinued at length, speaking of tlio great 
material progress of the country, of the 
powerful iuliueuce for good of woman, and 
and closed by saying that there bad been 
an improvement here, although the city of 
Collins and O’Brien wasn’t quite the city of 
W intlirop and the Pilgrims. 

Mr. Blaine also was one of tlio speakers, 
and was received with so much applause 
and enthusiasm as to give the impression 
that ho was regarded by the members 
of the club as a great Congregational 
loader. He spoke at some length in favor 
of unity between the Presbyterians and 
the Congrogationalists, and extempore 
speaking by ministers; but as the revised 
version of the speech has not yet appeared, 
it is impossible to hay whether or no it was 
correctly reported. It does seem improb- 
able that a man so well informed as Mr. 
Blaine, should have referred several limes 
to Prof. Lincoln as “the president of the 


Newton Theological Soniinary,” especially 
after Prof. Lincoln’s letters in the Boston 
Journal, both during and since tlio last 
Presidential campaign. 

The High School Review for Decem- 
ber is out this week, with an attractive 
tablo of contents. Besides tlio current 
school gossip, which is bright and readable, 
oven if an outsider does not understand 
all the points made in tlio “Siftings,” there 
is a description of the new High School 
building, with cuts of the plans of the en- 
tire building, which shows a commendable 
spirit of enterprise on the part of tlio Re- 
view editors. Tlio cuts liavo been loaned 
to tlio Graphic, and will bo found on an- 
other nago. Besides this, the Review 
brings out a well-written short story, an ac- 
count of the adventures of Roland, foreign 
correspondence, and a gracefully written 
Christmas poem. 

The appointment of Representative E. 
W. Wood of this city, as a trustee of tlio 
Agricultural College, in place of the lato 
Marshall P. Wilder, is a deserved tribute to 
tlio interest Mr. Wood lias always taken in 
this school, and the work ho has done for 
it in the State Legislature. It is ono of 
Governor Robinson’s many excellent ap- 
pointments, and there is uo need to say 
that Mr. Wood will discharge bis new 
duties faithfully and with regard to the 
best interests of the school. 

Congressman-Elect Burnett told the 
Farmers’ meeting in Boston, last Satur- 
day, what he knew about the care of cattlo 
and dairy products. Evidently there will 
bo some show for tho dairy interests of 
this part of tho state when Mr. Burnett 
goes to Washington. There is nothing 
like having such an important interest 
represented in Congress. 


Common Council Caucus. 

The caucus of tlio now members of the 
Common Council was hold Monday evening, 
with Councilman Dix in the chair. Mr. 
Moody was the only member absent. 
Three ballots were taken for tho position 
of President of the Council, on which 
Messrs. Kennedy and Cofliti received each 
live votes. On the fourth ballot the chair- 
man gave the casting vote, and the tic was 
dissolved by the nomination of Mr. I* II. 
Coffin of Ward One. It was a good natured 
contest and tho vote was made unanimous. 
For clerk of the council, Mr. A. S. Glover 
was unanimously renominated by acclama- 
tion. 


School Board Meeting. 

Tho school board met Wednesday event- 
ing, the attendance being small as a num- 
ber of the members were kept away by the 
meeting at City Ilall, and Mr. Isaac I i agar 
was ill. The usual routine business was 
t ransacted. The board voted $2,000 as tho 
salary of S.W. Davis; gave Miss Swain a brief 
leave of absence; appointed Miss E. F. 
Johnson an assistant at the high school; 
heard the annual reports of the board and 
of the Upper Falls commititee, and adopted 
appropriate resolutions concerning the re- 
tirement from membership on the hoard of 
John A Gould, who had served 30 years 
consecutively. 


Protecting Property Owners. 

Newtonville, Dee. 21, 1880. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:. 

The question which came beforo tho 
Board of Aldermen Monday night, of grant- 
ing permission to a builder to* erect a build- 
ing in the heart of, the city, that would be 
a constant menace to property in the vicin- 
ity, has caused, as it well ought, a feeling 
of uneasiness among the residents near 
the square in Xcwtouvillo. The mere fact 
that a man can acquire a right to erect such 
a building as that proposed ; that any board 
of city government baa the power to grant 
such a privilege— (if it has, though Mr. Ivy 
made a strong plea against it) — is enough 
to cause any man to hesitate to* buy a homo; 
or if lie has bought, to get vid of it as soon 
as possible. 

There are some y bases of this question 
that come home to* every house-owner in 
Newton. Our city has been called, and 
truly so, a city of homes. We view with 
jealousy the attempts of corporations to 
monopolize our streets, or the introduction 
of factories, or certaan kinds- of buildings 
into our city, which would detract from 
the quiet and, comfort necessary to a pleas- 
ant home. It is uo satisfaction to feel that 
one may be able to get rid of a place with- 
out pecuniary loss, if the neighborhood 
becomes disagreeable from tho causes 
above named. To one who has lived long 
in a place, who has done everything to 
make the home attractive, laid out Ids 
grounds and decorated them, planted me- 
morial trees, and has finally made bis place 
everything he desires, money is of very little 
consideration in estimating the value of his 
home. The house in which his children 
have been born, or from which dear ones 
have departed forever, has a deeper hold 
upon a man than its simple value as real 
estate. This fact has been evident in Bos- 
ton, where in certain localities old residents 
have clung to their home (as Wendell Phil- 
lips did), until all around them has changed 
and all other residents departed to more 
quiet and homelike regions. Ono will put 
up with very many annoyances before he 
will be driven from a home that has be- 
come dear to him. 

It will l»u well for our eity fathers to 
consider the moral rights of the citizens 
when such questions come before them, 
as the one last Monday night. And there 
is no doubt in the minds of the citizens of 
Ward 2, that they will take abroad view of 
the ouestion, and “do to others as they 
would others should do to them.” And it 
would be especially gratifying if they 
would take such speedy ami emphatic ac- 
tion in the matter as would give tho citi- 
zens of Newton, as well as any who con- 
template being such, an assurance that 
schemes that endanger tho value and com- 
fort of our homes stand uo chance of suc- 
cess when brought before our eity govern- 
ment.

THE WARD TWO ALDERMAN. 

The continued session of the board of nldormcn 
to complete tho recount of the votes oust for aldcr- 
nmn from Ward two wns resumed Wednesday 
evening, Mayor Kimlmll presiding, mid nldermon 
Mason, Grant, Pettee, Nickerson, Fiskc and 
Powers being present. 

Aldcrmnn Grant said lie had nothing to say ns 
far ns he himself was concerned, but ns n member 
of the board of aldermen and in the dischnrgo of 
his duties he wished to protest ngninst nnv further 
recounting of the ballots- He then rend from the 
statutes the lnw that provides that tho hullots 
must be recounted within 8 dnvs nflcr nn|eicction, 
■no the result determined, nnd snid tlmt the lnw 
hnd been complied with. The petitions for n re- 
count hnd been filed, tlio hoard hnd met within 8 
days nnd made the recount carefully, some o( the 
boxes hnd been recounted n second time, nnd tho 
counsel for Mr. Mitchell hnd expressed himself ns 
satisfied nnd n report wns made nnd adopted. After 
the report wns mndc the counsel for Mr. Mitchell 
snid dint they wore satisfied with tho fairness and 
accuracy of the recount, hut ho lind n legal ques- 
tion to raise, and it was referred to the city solici- 
tor and the work of that evening wns closed. This 
was all done within the 8 days required by lnw, 
and was the only wny possible to hnve the recount 
legal. The pretense that that session could be 
continued again nnd again, nnd the 8 days he 
made three weeks long lie did not believe in. It 
was absurd to say that the bonrd lind the power to 
make n legislative day extend over so long a 

E criod. The power of the board to recount the 
allots ended when the 8 days were up, nnd tho 
hoard could not tnko a recess of n week nnd a day, 
with a regular session intervening, nnd hnvo it a 
continuation of a special session, as tho regular 
session ended the continuous special one. There 
was no possibility of having any more counting 
legal ; for if so, I could ask a recount next week 
and the process be continued indefinitely. The 
Boston statutes did not apply here as Boston had 
special laws. Tho only tiling now was for the 
hoard to declare the result and it could do that 
when it got ready, and tho legal question involved 
settled. \V lieu the hoard gives its certificate of 
election, then the opposing candidate can give 
notice of a contest, ami present his case before the 
next hoard. That is the only legal wav. In three 
wards the voles have been recounted, the boxes 
scaled and the certificate placed upon them. He 
did not believe those seals could lie legally broken, 
that must be done within the eight days* provided 
hv law, and it could not he done on the eighteenth 
day. The question was one only for the aldermen 
to discuss and they were the only ones who had a 
right to do it. 

Air. E. 11. Fierce said tlmt notwithstanding tlio 
suggestion of the alderman from Ward Two, ho 
thought he had a right to he heard. The law pro* 
vines that the contestants have a right to appear 
by counsel, arcnl tlmt implies that tlio counsel 1ms a 
right to speak. No objections were offered and be 
proceeded, lie snid tliut lie haoi thought while 
he was hearing the argument otT the alderman 
from Ward Two how fortunate it was thut laws- 
were passed regarding the proceedings of legisla- ; 
five bodies. If the records of the proceedings de- . 
pended on the memory of any nmii.ws shook! lie id- I 
ways at sea. A clerk was appointed to* keep tlio rc- 
cordsniui if those were read and no objection mndc 
they stood at tin* c»d of tlmt session as the legal re- 
cords of the hoard, anil w crctlie only thing that 
could be used in conit, and all were hound by it. 
The recollection of* the alderman from* Ward two 
is coutrary to that of almost every titan present, 
lie says the board recounted the votes and deter- 
mined the questions, but it did nothing of the 
kind. Mr. Pierce then had the records road, and 
they contained a statement tlmt the hoard mot to 
do certain business, it was voted to count certain 
ballots, and before any report was umdo or the 
count completed, a legal question was raised and 
referred to the eity solicitor and a recess taken. 
Mr. Pierce asked where in the report was any 
; statement made that rise returns were erroneous, 
or that the question to J>c settled by the recount 
determined. He (lid not raise the, point that the 
\wwk must be completed iu 8 days, hiit the alderman 
'from Ward Two did. If the questions wero deter- 
mined where was there any record of it. Three of 
the boxes were sealed, and a certificate placed 
upon them, Imt four wove unsealed and what was 
to l>c done with them. Thu alderman from Ward 
Two said that we were satisfied with the aeon racy 
of the recount; lie should be more careful when 
quoting others, us we said nothing about accuracy 
but thanked the board Sbr limit courtesy. If, ns 
tho alderman from Ward Two claims, that the 
questions must he dctcrumcd within 8 days, and 
the errors in returns concetcd, you have nothing 
to do but to go by the rerords of the ward officers,, 
and declare Mr. Mitchell elected, ns, according to 
him, it is too late to make any changes now,, as 
youo power bus ceased. 

Ahiuriuuu Fiskc asked if all the boxes were not 
sealed and Clerk Kingsbury said that l’oiur were 
not, as the board had only directed him to take 
clmctgs of them, hut not *> seal them. 

Alderman Mason said. that Alderman Grant was 
preparing a formal protest uguin-t a recount and 
with that iu miud lie would move a recount of the 
huihoY*. 

Alderman Grunt said Aiat his remarks witne not 
for the purpose of creating a controversuy, hut to 
set tier lb the duties of Iks aldermen, lie did not 
cure what the result was, as it was of little- consc- 
qiutucc who held the position, but it wa* of the 
greatest importance liis.r the hoard should do its 
duty legally and iu a legal wuy, and not lave any 
boy»4i proceedings about * he matter. 

Alderman Nickerson tuoved to proceed t«*t lie re- 
count, and liuve the quc.il ion of its legality 
I decided afterwards. 

j Alderman Grant pmmuted his protest in writing 
| giving as the reason iWu the 8 days proarvihed by 
! law had elapsed .nnd aviy recount was illegal, that the 
boxes from Wards, Two, Five and »Six hail been 
| carefully examined uul rescaled, and the power 
| of the Unit'd was exl>s<u.sted. 

Alderman Mason moved that the rcivuut pro- 
ceed subject to the protest. 

Alderman Pettee said he would like to know : 
why the motiou was made. The recount was tin- ' 
isiied on tiie first meeting hut out of courtesy to 
several gentlemen some boxes were re-opeued.aud 
a question of law iiciug raised, u recess was taken. 

Alderman Powers said lie supposed no one 
would insinuate tlmt the lioard bad not acted 
iu the best of faith, to get u just and legal result. 
The law iu question had eseuped his uiiml until it 
wus culled up at Monday’s session and luid he 
known of it, lie would not have consented to any 
recess at the first meeting. lie had no feeling in 
the mutter and wanted to satisfy both contestants. 

Alderman Grunt added to his protest the words: 
“thut the recount was completed on Dee. 14, 1880, 
being within the 8 days required bv law.” 

Alter more discussion the hoard proceeded to 
count uil the Imllots, the spectators being re- 
quested to citlier retire or keep perfectly quiet that 
the work might not he interrupted. 

At 11 o’clock the recount was completed and 
Alderman Fiskc made a report, the result being 
thut Alderuiuu Grunt gained one vole iu Ward 
Five, giving him a majority ol’ three. This was 
the only change Iruiu the result found ut the first 
recount. 

Alderuiuu Powers said thut if the alderman 
from Ward Two’s protest was correct, the lioard 
hud uo right to make 'u certificate correcting any 
errors iu the ward returns, unit the question wu's 
one to he decided by tho eity solicitor. The ques- 
tion now was us to the duty to bo performed by tlio 
board. Had the boui'd u right to direct the city 
clerk to alter the ward returns, and make such 
corrections us the recount made necessary ? 

The report made hy Alderuiuu Fiske was ac- 
cepted uud Alderuiuu Pettee moved that Ahleruiuu 
Grant be declared elected. 

Alderuiuu Powers suid lie would oppose uny 
such motion and was prepared to debate it ut con- 
siderable length. Ho did not think it a proper ue- 
tion for tho lioard to take under tho circuiustauces. 

Alderuiuu l-’isko said the bourd liud gone so far 
it might us well go the whole length uud dccluro 
that li. Grant was elected. 

Alderuiuu Powers ugaiu protested and suid no 
time would he lost hy waiting uud iiothiug would 
he gained by such u declaration. 11c reuewed bis 
notice of uu intention to dcliute the motion, and it 
wus accordingly withdrawn. 

Tho city dealt wus than directed to declare the 
result of the vote cast ut the city electiou lor the 


uncontcsted scats, which was done, nnd on motion 
of Aldcrmnn Grant, ho wns directed to notify nil 
tho persons declared to lie elected. 
iTIic Ward Two alderman is therefore at ill unde- 
cided, nnd nwnlts tlio opinion of the city solici- 
tor, which will lie given next Monday night, when 
bonrds will ho in session.

Lasell Notes. 


On Monday morning the lecture befor 
the advanced class in cooking was attendee 
by seven or eight housekeepers, who ex- 
pressed great satisfaction in the novel and 
very successfully prepared dishes which 
made up tho program. Caramel custard, 
with caramel sauce, was pronounced deli- 
cious. It was an ordinary baked custard, 
flavored with caramel, prepared by molting 
sugar with constant stirring until it was a 
rich brow n color. The caramel sauce was 
poured over it when cold. This was half a 
cup of melted and browned sugar, with 
half a cup of boiling water. 

Celery salad, with boiled dressing, was 
made by scraping tiie celery and cutting it 
small, and the dressing was composed of 
tlie yoiks of two eggs, one teaspoon qjus- 
tard, two teaspoons salt, two tablespoons 
sugar, a speek of cayenne, two tablespoons 
melted butter, one cup of milk, and one 
half cup of hot vinegar. All well cooked 
in the double boiler until thickened. It 
should be woll stirred. This will keep in 
v cool place two weeks. 

We had an opportunity to examine a new 
book on carving and serving, which Mrs. 
Lincoln lias prepared in answer to the re- 
quests of many students of the culinary 
art, in Boston and elsewhere. It is an 
attractive little book, published by Roberts 
Brothers. The price is 00 cents, and its 
value is many times as much. It may he 
had by mail from Mrs. D. A. Lincoln, Wol- 
laston. 

The next lecture is Jan. 10th, on omelet, 
fish balls, fried fish, fried oysters, Dutch 
apple cake, lemon sauce. 

A concert of real excellence was given in 
the gymnasium Monday evening. The 
young ladies enjoy unusual musical advan- 
tages this year, having three musicians 
who play most delightfully together, and 
thus afford the students frequent opportu- 
nities for studying the works of tlio mas- 
ters without leaving tho school.
